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WHAT WILL HAPPEN 
TO DEPORTEES? 


Minister Answers Questions 


HOME OFFICE TO RETAIN 
RESPONSIBILITY 


In the House of Commons a volley of questions to the 
Home Office, the Ministry of Labour, and the War Office 
drew valuable information. From the Home Office 
Members learnt that: 

Arrangements have been made for this country to retain 
responsibility for authorising the release of civilian internees 
sent to the Dominions. The Home Secretary proposes to 
review their cases as soon as possible. Arrangements will 


be made to bring back to this country any person whose. 


release is authorised, unless the Dominion Government. is 
prepared to allow him to be at large in the Dominion, and 
he himself desires to stay there 

lt would not be profitable to bring a person back. to 
this country merely on the chance that he might be accepted 
for enlistment Sir John Anderson would, however, be 
prepared to authorise the release of any person sent to a 
Dominion if the Government of that Dominion were 
prepared to accept him for enlistment in its Forces. 

. Arrangements will be made to provide internees in. this 
country with suitable clothing where they lack this, or the 
means to provide it. The Home Office will get im touch 
with the Canadian and Australian authorities with a view 
to making similar provision for aliens sent Overseas. 


Doctors and Scientists 


A number of foreign medical practitioners have been 
granted permits by the Aliens War Service Department to 
enter into, or to continue in, the employment of hospitals 
providing treatment for His Majesty's Forces: and it is the 
intention of the Department to deal with any further applica- 
tions which may be made on the merits of each case 

The Home Secretary will consider what steps can be taken 
to enable. scientists who are not released to.carry on their 
scientific activities or studies in internment. 

As regards the camps. many of the difficulties which 
confronted those who had to improvise arrangements hastil 
‘for large numbers of people have now been overcome: 
and Sir lohn hopes to effect improvements in the conditions 
if the camps, including any necessary measures of 
classification, as rapidly as circumstances permit. 


The “ Pledge to Silence “ Rumour 


Mr. Ruys Davies (Lab., Westhoughton) asked why aliens 
released from internment were requested to sign a. promise 
to the authorities not to disclose, under penalty of being 
interned again, the conditions prevailing in their camps; and 
whether he would put an end to this practice. . 

Sik J. ANDERSON: “TI have not yet been able to ascertain 
what is the basis of this allegation, but as soon as I heard 
of it | caused an instruction to be sent to all camps that 
nothing is to be said or done to suggest that there is the 
least desire, so far as the camp authorities are concerned, 
to place any restriction on what an alien may say or write 
about the conditions in. internment camps after he has been 
set at liberty.” 

A writer in the Mancnuester GuarDIAN reports: “ Talks with 
such aliens make the basis quite clear. Three, from different 
‘camps, all speaking good English, have explained to me that 
they were told to make the promise verbally at their interview 
with camp commandants on release. At the same time they 
were asked to sign a form, which was actually a receipt for 
the personal belongings that had been taken from them on 
internment. One had the promise put to him as a condition of 
release, linked with his ligation to report to the police on 
his return home. He was asked, ‘Do you quite understand?’ 
On his assenting he was told, * All right, sign there, please ' 
(referring to the form of receipt).”’ 

In reply to another question, the Home Secretary stated 
that the internment of aliens of enemy nationality was 
effected by virtue of the Royal Prerogative. No compensation 
for loss in such cases was payable out of public funds. 

It is no longer proposed to employ military escorts, 
except where a considerable number of internees are being 
moved from one camp to another.

OF CANADA 


Britain’s Unusual Guest 


If Private David Arnold Croll, of the Canadian regiment, 
the Essex Scottish, who is now in England, ever happens 
to visit the Thames-side town of Windsor, he is to be 
welcomed by the Mayor as

of the sister-town of Wind- 
sor, Ontario. He is also a 
K.C.. Member of the 
Ontarian Legislative Assem- 
bly, and a former Ontarian 


Cabinet Minister—the first 
Jew to occupy a Cabinet 
post in Canada. At the 


end of last vear he enlisted 
as & private. and he arrived 
‘m England a short time ago 
with his fellow soldiers 

Mr. Croll was born in 
Moscow, Russia. in 1900. 
and migrated to Canada with 
his family at. the age of 
sity. settling in Windsor. 
newspaper boy and shoeblack, 


Earning his living as a 


. he worked his way through college and emerged with a law 


degree. He was called to the Bar in 1925. Five years later, 
at the age of thirty, he became Mayor of Windsor, holding 
office for four years and resigning on his appointment as 
Ontarian Minister of Public Welfare. In 1937 he resigned 


his portfolio following a disagreément with the Premper.: 


Mr. Hepburn, over labour disputes. A year later he again 
stood for the Mayoralty, and despite fierce Opposition, in 
which Mr. Hepburn took part, he was re-elected. . 

There was a sequel-to the Croll-Hepburn conflict. When 
Mr: Croll appeared in uniform at the last session of the 
Legislature before he left for camp. he was the hero of 
the day, and complimentary addresses were showered on. 
him from all parts of the House; And no-one was more 
profuse in. his praise than Provincial Prime Minister Mr. 
Hepburn. 

Mr. Croll, who received the King and Queen when they 
visited Windsor last year, is Chairman of the trust. fond 
formed by the Canadiin Government to look after the 
interests of the famous Dionne quintuplets. 


GERMAN FUGITIVES FROM R.A.F. 
Czech Jews Must Surrender Homes 


Tens of thousands of German families have recently 
arrived in Bohemia, Moravia, and Slovakia from areas in 
Western Germany which are frequently being bombed by 
the R.A.F. 

In Prague, Brno, Budweis, Olmiitz, and Bratislava, the 
large numbers of German arrivals have already caused an 
acute housing problem, which the Nazi authorities are 
trying to solve at the expense of the Jews. To make room 
for the Germans, Jews have been ordered to surrender their 
homes and furniture and to seek accommodation for them- 
selves in the homes of other Jews, It is thought that the 
reason for the expulsion of the Jews from Cracow, in 
Nazi Poland, may also be to provide homes for families 
from Western Germany. 


“EXPLAINING” ABYSSINIA’S 
REVOLT 


Blackshirts and Black Jews 


The Fascists in Italy now concede that all is not well 


in Abyssinia, and that trouble is brewing among the sub- 
jects of the Negus. But the reason they give for the unrest 
is a novel one, It is not the Fascist regime of suppression, 
nor the natural desire of the Abyssinians for their independ- 
ence: for the Italians can hardly admit such facts. Instead, 
they have looked round for a scapegoat, and have found 
one in—believe it or not—the Jews! 
Abyssinia contains a tribe known as the Black Jews, or 
Falashas, who claim Palestinian descent, and it is these 
unfortunates whom the Italians are parading, in Goebbels’ 
style, as the real fomentors of Abyssinian unrest. And so

HOME SECRETARY’S HOPE 


To Release Aili Innocent Aliens 
HOUSE OF LORDS DEBATE 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


One cannot fail to be struck by the anxiety of our 
legislators to put this country right in the matter of treat- 
ment of refugees after the deplorable errors of the “ intern 
the lot” policy. Both by questions in the Commons and by 
a three hours’ discussion in the Lords the determination of 
public opinion to see that the Government adopt wiser 
measures has been manifest again this week. 

Speaking on behalf of the Government in the House of 
Lords debate, the Duke oF Devonsnire, Under-Secretary 
for India, made the following reference to Sir John 
Anderson's intentions: 

“My right honourable friend the Home Secretary has 
taken over from the War Office the management of the 
internment camps, and it is hoped that he will be able to 
bring about a steady and a progressive improvement in 
the conditions obtaining in the camps. 

“ It is also to be hoped that he will be able as time goes 
on to secure the release of all those whose release would 
involve no danger to the country. But, as I said on a 
previous occasion, considerations of national security must 
come first. I think it is inevitable that some people who 
are innocent will continue to be interned, but my right 
honourable friend's earnest hope is that he will, under the 
various measures he is taking, be able to secure the release 
of innocent persons and persons not likely to be a danger 
to the security of the country. Recognising that many of 
those that are retained in prison will be innocent persons, 
he trusts that he will be able to make a substantial improve- 
ment in their conditions. 

“ Your Lordships will be aware that Mr. Bevin is organis- 
ing a labour force and dealing with other questions concern- 
ing the making use of these people the vast majority of 
whom are sincerely anxious to be of use to this country 
in its war effort. Other means of making their services 
available are also being considered.” 


Who Was Responsible for their Deaths ? 


LorD FARINGDON opened the Lords debate with a speech 
notable for many actual cases. He named two definite 
anti-Nazis who lost their lives on the Arandora Star— 
Karl Olbrisch, a former member of the Reichstag expelled 
by Hitler, arrested by the Gestapo in 1933, sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary and a year in a concentration 
camp, and Louis Weber, a member of the International 
Transport Union and formerly of the German Seamen's 
Union. Neither of those men, on their records, ought ever 
to have been interned at all. Whoever was responsible for 
their transportation was answerable for their deaths. Men 
rescued from the ship whose cases were inexplicable and 


inexcusable included Kurt Regner, Austrian lawyer, one of | 


the instigators of the anti-Nazi demonstration on March 11. 
1938, in Badén, near Vienna, and Karl Mayerhaefler, an 
Austrian Socialist whose history was a fairly good 
guarantee of his sentiments towards the German invader. 
Lord Faringdon also toid of a German doctor who came 
to this country shortly after Hitler came to power and sent 
his son-to school in Cambridge. The father was recent!) 
interned near Raverpoot and the son, who was waiting to 
go to Oxford, was first interned there and then sent to the 
Isle of Man. On July 4 this boy and another of 17 from 
the same school were shipped to Canada, the parents being 
informed by telegram after their departure. The father, 


now interned, asked if Ae might be sent to join his boy. 
He was told that his ultimate destination was not fixed: 
he might be sent to Australia. 
Speaking of the camps, Lord Faringdon told of a Jewish 
girl of 16, now released from the Isle of Man. who for 
many weeks had to share even a bed with a Nazi girl. 
He pressed for a review of Category B aliens. 


Barbed Wire and Depression 


The BisHor or Curcnester spoke of his visit to camps. 
He saw at Huyton on July 18 a high palisade of barbed 
wire, with a passage. also of barbed wire, guarded by 
soldiers. Beyond this palisade he saw crowds of men. 
useful, able, distinguished-looking men, walking aimlessly 
about, with absolutely nothing to do, in a restricted place. 
There was the same palisade of barbed wire in the Isle of 
Man; and a similar depression. He. too, named interned 
men like Willi Wolpe, Bruno Heilig, Sebastian Hafner. 
Walter Nissen. 

Lorp Morristone said the military were totally unfitted 
to have anything to do with deciding who is and who is not 
a spy. Lorp Newton stated the urgent question—to 
facilitate procedure by which innocent men could get their 
cases heard. Viscount Cecit appealed to the Government 
to restore the reputation we had lost. 

The Duke oF Devonsuire replied for the Government. 
He did not think he was betraying a secret in saying that 
the decision the Government came to [“ intern the lot "] 
was in effect forced upon it by the military authorities. The 
moment of our greatest difficulty had, he thought,’ passed. 


Referring to the Arandora Star, he said it was a fact: 


there were no Category C people on board. On*behalf of 
the Home Office, he gave an assurance of immediate steps 
to expedite correspondence with people in internment camps. 
He pointed out that neither the Asquith Committee nor the 
Advisory Council would have power to deal with individual 
cases. The Committee would make recommendations with 
regard to categories. It was impossible to deny that con- 
ditions in the camps had in some cases been unsatisfactory. 
As from Monday the Home Secretary had taken over from 
the War Office the management of the camps, and it was 
hoped he would be able to bring about a steady and 
progressive improvement. He believed the policy of trans- 
pertation was wise, and a great many of those aliens had 
been transported at their own wish. But the Arandora 
Star disaster had altered the situation. Finally, the Duke 
informed Lord Cecil that the Home Secretary would do all 
possible to expedite the machinery for appeal.

a or firm which intended immediately to employ 

im. 

Sir John replied: “ The point raised would involve an 
extension of the existing categories, and it is being considered 
by the Advisory Committee.” 

Sir Richard had previously asked the Minister of Labour 
whether he would explain the machinery he proposed to 
use to overcome the present difficultic; which the Inter- 
national Labour Branch would encounter because they could 
not give an internee a job until he was released, while 
he would not normally be released until a job had been 
found for him. 

Mr. Bevin answered: “The question of release from 
internment is not a matter for my Department but for the 
Home Office, and under present arrangements the Inter- 
national Labour Branch of my Department is not primarily 
concerned with finding employment for persons who are 
interned. The categories at present eligible for release are 


set out in the recent White Paper (Cmd. 6217), though 
further categories may be added later.” 

Sir R. Acland: “ Will the right hon. Gentleman consult 
with the Home Secretary to see whether there is some way 
in which an agent of this International Labour Branch might 
be able to go into the internment camps and discover what 
skill there is available among reliable men, and take that 
information to likely employers?” 

Mr. Bevin: “I take the view that any interference on the 
part of my Department with the question of internment will 
nullify the whole object of the scheme that I have attempted 
to work out. The question of internment, and release from 
internment, is one of security and of judicial decision on the 
part of the Minister of Home Security. My task begins 
when he has finished his. If I go beyond that, I believe 


I shall upset the whole scheme.” 


Sir R. Acland: “ Will the right hon. Gentleman state 
what his task is in finding work, since these men will not 
be released until they have found it?” 

Mr. Bevin: “ That is outside the scope.” 


INTELLIGENT. USE OF REFUGEES. 


An Effective System of Checking 
NATIONAL SECURITY AND PROFIT 
From Dr. LEON ZEITLIN 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—The case for the internment of refugees rests—apart 
from the possible necessity for protecting them—mainly on 
the assumption that there may be amongst them willing or 
unwilling enemy agents, and that one of the easiest disguises 
for a German spy is to pass himself off as a refugee from 
Nazi tyranny. 

It is therefore obvious that one of the most important tasks 
to be accomplished so as to obviate the necessity for continued 
internment and to speed up the release of most of the interned 
refugees is.to establish a very highly efficient system for 
checking up the bona fides of every person in this country 
whose status is that of a refugec. . 

This could be done, to my mind, with very little difficulty 
and with extraordinary efficiency. [| would urge the authorities 
to set up a special committee composed of a few refugees 
whose good faith is ‘beyond question and who im ‘Germany 
had occupied positions of importance in professional or busi- 
ness organisations, ¢g., men who were prominent in medical 
societies, lawyers’ associations, traders’ associations, etc. This 
committee might conveniently work under the Home Office 
Committee of Three. 

The proposed commitice would be able to call upon. the 


‘services of other thoroughly trusted refugees who, by reason 


of their trade, profession, associations, or places of former 
residence would be of great value in checking up individual 
cases. There are trustworthy refugees in this country from all 
parts of Germany and Austria, from all strata of German 
society, from all professions and from most lines of Dusimess. 
It would be extremely. difficult for bogus victims of Hitler 
to deceive an organisation of this kind. 
Such a committee, however, could render positive service 
in addition to the negative service of preventing Hitler agents 
from escaping from internment. They could, by their special 
knowledge of the refugees in this country, extract from amongst 
them those whose specialised and technical knowledge might 
be of inestimable advantage to the British war effort. In 
modern total war the most unforeseeable qualifications often 
suddenly become of supreme “ war importance ” and at such 
times speed in finding out persons so equipped is often tremen- 


‘dously important. Here is where such a committee as I propose 


could possibly be of the greatest use. Hitler's little “ surprises ” 

are based on German technical knowledge, and that in its turn 

and in all its diversity is well represented amongst the refugees.

Obituary 


VLADIMIR JABOTINSKY | 
World-Wide Tributes 


Tributes from <¢ll over the world, and messages of 
sympathy from Jew and non-Jew, “old” Zionist and “new” 
Zionist, have throughout the past week poured into the 
home of Mrs. Viadimir Jabotinsky in London and into 
the London and New Yark Offices of the New Zionist 
Organisation. Jewish bodies not even connected with the 
Zionist Movement have at their meetings stood in silent 
tribute to his memory, and memorial meetings have been 
held during the week by both the New Zionist Organtsation 
and the Zionist Organisation in London. 

Even from the one oasis in the European desert of oppression 
the still free voice of tribute has been expressed. All Swiss 
newspapers, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from 
Geneva, carried reports of the death of Jabotinsky, and the 
Neve Zuercuer ZeirunG published a detailed and culogistic 
obituary notice. 


The N.Z.0. Meeting 


The New Zionist Organisation memorial meeting was 
held at its offices, 47, Finchley Road, N.W. There was 
a large gathering, presided over by Mr. A. Abrahams, 
Chairman of the Administrative Committee of the N.Z.O. 

ine memorial Prayer (ci Molé Rachnamim) which began the 
proceedings, way recited by the Rev. M. J. Rosenield. 

[he Chairm said that he had regarded Jabotinsky as a 
prophet who was commanded by God to go forth and lead 
his people. It was very hard tor those who did not Know 
him, for those who dd not work with him, to understand the 
magnetism of Jaboiinsky. It was remarkable that this man, 
without material resources, without power to give endowments 
or to ensure livelihoods to anyone, yet attracted to. himseli 
tens of thousands of men and women. Many of his followers 
gave their lives and livelihoods, went willmgly to prison, and 


None of those who knew \him was more affected by any 
particular trait in his charactes than the deep and endless 
love he had for everything Jewish. and for the Jewish people 
as a whole. When some tragic news reached him, they had 


_ seen him work for 48 hours at one task or another, with no 


rest or sleep, until practically exhausted,. and he fell away 
but to renew his work only three or four hours afterwards. 
He was a man of legend, a hero, a soldier, a poet all com- 
bined into one. That was why they loved him. They had 
not only lost a great leader but a great fighter who regarded 
all Israel as his children and himself as a humble son of Israci. 
Mr. M. Grossman said that Jabotinsky, endowed with all the 
gifts one could wish for, could have become a great Russian 
writer, a playwright, a récognised and acknowledged lcader in 
Jewry, without the need for sacrificmg his life. Yet he 
dcliberately chose the most difficult, the most dramatic, the 
most tragic career of a fighter in the narrow arena of Jewish 
life. He was able to talk to the masses in a new style which 
caught their imagination, and particularly the youth. 
Jabotinsky looked five years in advance and five years behind, 
and when he came face to face with the Jews they acclaimed 
him as a speaker, but they were not ready to accept his nivita- 
tion for action, telling him he had no sense of realities. And 
after a number of years some of his ideas, perhaps modified, 
were realised by others who forgot to acknowledge the author. 


Meeting With Mr. De Valera 


Mr. Robert Briscoe recalled that he had had the honour of 
mtroducing Jabotinsky to Mr. De Valera, with whom he dis- 
cussed Palestine and the Jewish position. After the interview, 
Jabotinsky returmed with him (Mr. Briscoc) to his house for 
supper. During the méal Mr. De Valera telephoned asking 
Jabotinsky to return to continue the discussion. That was the 
greatest tribute, declared Mr. Briscoe, that could ever have 
been paid to Jabotinsky. His work would be appreciated by 
later generations. 

Dr. M. Schwartzman and Mr. M. Kacas, General Secretary 
of the Betar, also paid tribute to Jabotinsky’s memory. 


Days of Mourning 


The Chairman announced that there would be 30 days strict 
mourning and one year's general mourning for Jabotinsky. 


DR. WEIZMANN’S TRIBUTE 
The Differences with the Z.O. 


“ Jabotinsky and myself were definite opponents in some 
respects—tactically, at amy rate, poles apart—but | cannot 
remember any personal attack by him on me or, vice 
versa, by me on him throughout the days of bitter struggle.” 
So said Dr. Chaim Weizmann at the memorial meeting 
held at the offices of the Zionist Organisation in London. 

They mourned, said Dr. Weizmann, the death of one of their 
great Jews and ardent Zionists. He would not enumerate the 
many talents and virtues of Vladimir Jabotinsky, but would 
limit himself only to saying that he was endowed with gifts 
far beyond the ordimary—-he was a brilliant speaker and a 
brilliant writer in many janguages which he knew to perfection. 
Whatever Jabotinsky’s views were, he was guided and inspired 
by one great ideal—to see a Jewish solution of the Jewish 
problem as quickly as possible, perhaps in his days, and it 
was the tempo, the speed, and velocity of his desire which 
differentiated him so fundamentally from those who could not 
in for a Jewish State on 

sides of f ordan. e an his career by co-operati 

with the Z.O. But when the period of realisation oy 
the twenties, he became.impatient and sometimes intolerant 
of the speed with which the Z.0. moved, and he sometimes 
attributed the slowness and the small achievements of the Z.0. 
to bad tactics, to tactics of yielding too much to opportunism 
and of not.pressing the Jewish claims with the necessary ardour 
that he would have liked to see. History would judge about 
those differences, into which he (Dr. Weizmann) could -not 
enter now. — = 


Jewish life, said Or. Weizmann, was much the poorer for 


Jabotinsky'’s death. They mourned his loss, which was a 
premature one. He left behind him an organisation which no 
doubt would carry on, and he hoped would carry on, remaining 
faithful to the traditions of chivalry which was one of the 
foremost traits of Jabotinsky. 

Mr. Ben Gurion said that Jabotinsky was a man of great 
courage and a fighier, and it was a Joss to Jewish life and to 
specially eeply regrett that _ should have passed away 
before he could come back to the Zionist Movement. 


Professor Brodetsky said Jabotinsky had been endowed with 
great qualitics. He thought they should remember not only 
his vision but his practical imagination. On more than one 
occasion he was able to speak of problems that would arise, 
of developments that would take place in the future, when 
others had not yet foreseen them. There were great differences 
of opinion between him and others, and some of them did 
make efforts over and over again in the last few years to 
try to bridge them, because many of them felt that apart from 
the desirability of havjng a unified Zionist body the personality 
of Jabotinsky was something that could not be spared. Unfor- 
tunately, this did not happen before he died. But he would 
always be remembered as a gallant fighter for his ideals, a 
generous and honest opponent, and, above all, a charming 
personality with whom it was a pleasure and privilege to 
commune, 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom also paid a tribute. 


Deputies’ Condolences 


A letter of condolence was sent to Mrs. Jabotinsky on 
behalf of the Board of Deputies of British Jews. 

“ Your husband,” it stated, “ was a man whose greatness 
was measured not only by his outstanding achievements but 
even more so by those qualitics of character which endeared 
him to all with whom he came into contact, irrespective of 
political differences.” 


Tributes From British Statesmen — 


Among the tributes received at the headquarters of the 
New Zionist Organisation from many representative British 
Statesmen are the following: 

Mr. L. S. Amery, Secretary of State. for India, wrote: “ I 
was greatly impressed by Mr. Jabotinsky’s single-mindedness 
and fervid enthusiasm.” He was “a fearless advocate of the 
causes in. which he believed, and, in spite of differences as to 
method, a genuine friend and admirer of this country.” 

Mr. Lloyd George spoke of him as “a stout-hearted Jewish 
warrior, worthy of the traditions of the race which bred the 
Maccabees,” and said that his spirit and inspiration would 
live on to nerve the forces of world Jewry.” : 

Lord Snell and Mr. Tom Williams, M-P., also sent tributes. 

In the course of an appreciation, Colonel Josiah C. Wedg- 
wood wrote of Jabotinsky’s hatred of injustice and determina- 
tion to resist evil. “We may reerct,’ says Coloncl Wedg- 
wood, “ the bitter animosities that surrounded him, white recog- 
nising that he inevitably fought a lone hand. No one can 
replace him: but all will be the better for his life and example.” 


THE YISHUV MOURNS 
Work Suspended on Day of Funeral 


In accordance with instructions issued by the Vaad 
Leumi, states Paicor, from Jerusalem, public works through- 
out the Yishuv were suspended for two hours on the 
funeral day. In many centres private businesses were also 
closed. 

In a message of condolence to Mrs. Jabotinsky, the Jewish 
Agency im Jerusalem cabled that despite the differences which 
had existed in the past years, the memory of her distinguished 
husband as a Zionist leadcr would be treasured. “ Since his 
first meteeric appearance on the stage of Zionism, Mr. 
Jabotinsky was always consumed by a holy devotion to the 
cause of Jewish lheration, and all his brilliant talents ‘were 
placed at its service. His career has left a blazing trail in 
the history of the Zionist Movement and assures him an out- 
standing place in the annals of our generation.” , 

A memorial service at the Jeshurun Synagogue, Jerusalem, 
was attended by Professor J. L. Magnes and by representatives 
of the District Commissioners and of all Consulates, including 
the American. The colours of the Jewish Legion were dis- 
played im front of the Ark. Addresses were delivered by the 
Chief Rabbis. 

Ten thousand people atiended a meeting at Tel-Aviv, where 
tributes were paid to Jabotinsky. A long message from Mr. 
Crosbie, the District Commissioner, was read by Mr. Isracl 
Rokach, Mayor of Tel-Aviv. At a meeting of the Tel-Aviv 
Municipality. held on Tuesday, Mr. Rokach, the Mayor, 
announced that a suitable street in the town would be named 
after Vladimir Jabotinsky. 

At Jerusalem, a huge open-air meeting was addressed by Dr. 
J. Klausner, of the Hebrew University. 


Mr. Ussishkin on Jabotinsky’s Tragedy 


At a meeting of the Smaller Committee of the Zjonist General 
Council, held in Jerusalem, tast week, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, 
who presided, said the tragedy of this eminent 7 
life was that he broke away from the Zionist Organisation 
although there were no essential differences in regard to the 
fundamental Zionist principle from the rest of Zionists.

Ambassador to the Canadian Government.

CAPTAIN W. J. WEBBER 
A Gallant Fighter for Jewry 


A figure of the most unusual character has been lost to 
the Jewish Community by the death in London last week 
of Captain W. J. Webber. 

Captain Webber, who was in 
the late fifties, had a picturesque 
career, but all his public work 
was informed with two burn- 
ing passions: his exceptional 
patriotic love for England and 
a tremendous desire to help 
suffering people and in particular 
his own people the Jews. It 
was in pursuit of his voluntary 
work inthis respect when 
Hitlerism first raised its evil 
head in Germany in 1933 that 
he literally beggared himself. 

His public career began at the 
time of the Boer War in 
South Africa, when, only a 
. youngster below military age, he 
offered his services to the British Government. He organised 
and equipped at his own expense an Ambulance Corps, and 
ultimately he attained the rank of Captam. After the Boer 
War he became imvolved in a complex departmental disputc, 
which was mentioned more than once in Parliament and is 
believed to have engaged the War Office, the Colomal Office, 
and the Treasury in a mass of complicated discussion. 

When the 1914-18 war broke out, he was m England, and 
although himself physically unfit for active service, he offered 
his services again to the Government. As a result, he was 
able to recruit several thousand men who, because they were 
aliens could not be enlisted into the British Army and they were 
known as “ Captain Webber's Foreign Legion.” This Forcign 
Legion, at the request of the War Office, was offered for ser- 
vice to France, and eventually they were incorporated into the 
Allied Arnwes on the Western Front. 

His enthusiasm was also kindled by the idea of a Jewish 
Regiment, and in spite of: opposition, Captain Webber founded 
the first Jewish Recruiting Committee for this purpose, and he 
was elected ts first Chairman. 

In 1933, when the Nazis began their infamous persecution of 
the Jews in Germany, Captain Webber, one of the first to sce 
clearly the trend of events on the Continent, immediately threw 
humself heart and soul into a movement for fighting against 
Hitlerism and its oppressions. He founded a boycott organisa- 
tion which eventually Was registered with the title of “ Captain 
Webber's British Boycott Campaign,” and which conducted 
propaganda amongst Jewish tradesmen and businessmen with 
the purpose of enforcing a rigid ban against trade or contact 
with Germany while the Hitler regime lasted. Again he was 
faced with opposition by certain personalities in the Community 
who resented his unselfish incursion on to what they considered 
a preserve for their public activities. 


“The Gallant Little Captain ” 


Up and down the country the “ Gallant Little Captain,” as 
he became known, energetically conducted his campaign, and 
the most famous of the public protests against Nazi persecu- 
tion was the one of which he was the chief organiser in July, 
1933, when 50,000 people marched from Stepney Green to 
Hyde Park. Captain Webber himself marched the whole way, 
against his doctor's advice, but collapsed in the Park. 

His own busmess suffered tremendously from his public work. 
Before 1933 85 per cent. of the goods he deakt in were of 
German origin. As soon as the Hitler persecufion began he 
refused to have any further dealings whatsoever with Germany or 
German goods. In May, 1933, he practically abandoned his 
business to devote himself to the boycott campaign, with the 
result that .by March, 1935, he became bankrupt. His cam- 
paign had cost him over £10,000, and when his application for 
discharge from bankruptcy came before Mr. Registrar Mellor 
in June the same year, Hts Honour spoke of Captain Webber 
m most sympathetic terms, remarking that it was “a very 
soreeetes case and suspended his discharge for anly onc 
monin. 

In his earlier days, Captain Webber was a keen Zionist, 
and he had various contacts with Isracl Zangwill on this 
question. 

He leaves a widow and one daughter. . 


DEATH OF THE VILNA GAON 
Rabbi Chaim O. Grodzenski 


The death occurred suddenly on Saturday last, at Vilnius 
(Vilna) of the Vilna Gaon, Chaim Oser Grodzenski, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The Gaon, who was 78 
years of age, was President of the Rabbinical Council of the 
Agudath Israel World Organisation. 

Rabbi Grodzenski, who was a native of Lithuania, was a 
pupil of the renowned Talmudical High School of Woloszin, 
and was recognised all over the world as one of the foremost 
Rabbinical scholars. Many eminent rabbis were his pupils. 
one of the most noteworthy being Rabbi Eliezer Silver, of 
Cincinnati, the President of the American Agudath Israc!. 

The Gaon was everywhere revered for his personal 
qualities, his modesty, and particularly his love of peace. He 
radars as a link between differing tendencies in Rabbinical 

udaism.

Orphan Children Again Orphaned 


Miss Marta Goldberg writes, on behalf of Children and 
Youth Aliyah, London: 

We have only just learned from Palestine with deep regret 
of the recent death of Miss Beate Berger, the Headmistress of 
the Children’s Home, “ Ahava.”” What this loss means only 
those. who knew her as well as we did can judge. 

Beate Berger had been the Headmistress of the Ahava Home 
in Berlin for many years. The Home was established after 
the persecution of the Jews in Russia in 1904-5 to take care 
of child victims of those pogroms. After the 1933 events in 
Germany, it became more and more a centre for orphans and 
children of destitute parents. To those children Beate Berger 
was a mother in the full sense of the word. The children 
adored her and she was the ever-patient, cver-ready listener 
to all their troubles. 

Miss Berger went to Palestine with the first group of children 
transferred there with the Ahava Home.. The new Home was 
built in Kiryat Bialik in the Haifa Bay, Youth Aliyah providing 
the necessary funds. The plans ‘were made in full accord with 
Beate Berger's suggestions, and about 100 children moved in 
The house was always full, and again it was her spirit which 
created the fine atmosphere 
. She has now left us. We and all her children will never 

forget her. 


AUSTRIAN “MOST HATED BY NAZIS” 
Dr. Zalman Dies in Concentration Camp 


The death on May 29 of Dr. Moritz Zalman, after he 
had spent more than two years in the concentration camp of 
Oramenburg-Sachsenhausen, has come to light. . 

Before the Nazi invasion of Austria, he was regarded as 
the man “most hated by the Nazis” in that country. He 
was a writer and attorney, was vice-chairman of the Harand 
movement, world organisation against race hatred and 
human distress, and was instrumental in the passage of much 
social legislation in Austria preceding the occupation by 
Hitler's army. After the occupation, Dr. Zalman was placed 
in a concentration camp, where his Nazi jailers subjected 
him to “cruel and inhuman tortures,” in the words of a 
report sent to the American Anti-Nazi League.

LOYALTY THE TEST 


Refugees Should Not be Treated 
as Prisoners of War 


PLEA FOR RELEASE OF 
ANTI-NAZIS 


The Free German League of Culture in Great Britain, 
representing some 1,500 German writers, musicians, artists, 
actors, journalists, scientists, and similar professional 
people, has issued some valuable observations on _ the 
present state of the aliens policy. 

The League makes two principal complaints: that the 
policy of genéral internment is upheld, and that there ts 
still no discrimination between civilian internees and 
refugees. (The former are persons who are under the 
protection of the German Government, and are properly 
dealt with under the Convention concerning Prisoners of 
War, 1939. The latter are those who can prove that they 
do not enjoy, in law or in fact, the protection of the 
German Government and are thus proper to be dealt with 
according to the convention concerning the Status of 
Refugees coming from Germany, etc., February, 1938.) 


Usefulness Or Reliability ? 


It points out that the number of persons in each of 
ihe 18 special categories is very small, and remarks that 
‘in the creation of these categories attention is paid to the 
value of persons to Britain's war effort, rather than to 
their loyalty and reliability. The alien whose trade ts use- 
ful in war is not ipso facto loyal and reliabdte. ; 
Moreover, the machinery of release is very complicated. 
The initiative rests with people unable or unlikely to do 
much—with busy employers or with the refugees them- 
selves, who are often uninformed and unpractised in official 
matters. It seems probable that in such circumstances 
many interneés who are legally entitled to relief will fail 
to secure it. 
rhe League points out that practically all the cases which 
created so much public protest fall, not into any of the 

18 categories for which exemption is provided, but into 
one or other of the following categories, for which the 
White Paper makes no provision whatsover. These are: 

|. Professional people and workers in cultural fields 

whose work cannot be shown to be of special value under 
the White Paper. Most of the people the League of Cul- 
ture represents are liable to internment in spite of beimng 
well-known anti-Nazi fighters. As Mr, George Strauiss 
pointed out in the House of Commons, there is nothing in 
the White Paper which would prevent Professor Ejinsteim, 
Signor Toscanini, or Thomas Mann from being immediately 
interned if they were in this country, 

2. Persons who havé been persecuted by the Nazis on 
account of their racial origin. “ Our organisation,” says 
the League, “ particularly regrets the omission of this 
category, since we have held it to be one of our principal 
tasks to combat anti-Semitism in the interest of true German 
culture.” 

Political fugitives, trade unionists, former German 
M.P.s, and officials, who formerly conducted a vigorous 
underground fight against Nazi oppression. This class is 
numerous, and its members have influential connections all 
over the world. 


No provision is made in the White Paper for the re- 


cxamination with a view to release of refugees who have | 


been wrongly classed B or A. Many such persons are 
known to have been sent as “dangerous people” to the 
Dominions in company with prisoners of war and Nazi 
sympathisers. 


Use the Refugee Organisations ! 


The League's proposals are that discrimination. should be 
made between civilian internees and refugees in co-opera- 
tion with the refugee organisations and the representatives 
ot the refugees themselves. Persons thus proved to be 
refugees should be granted the full right of asylum in 
Great Britain. 

Failing this, new categories of exemption should be 
created to cover cultural workers, victims of anti-Semitiim, 
and political fugitives. 

A and B aliens who claim to be refugees should be re- 
examined, and if found to be refugees should be dealt 
with under these revised regulations; and the procedure 
for the release of internees should be improved and simpli- 
fied so as to permit refugee organisations and friends of 
refugees to take the initiative in applying for release fog 
their friends. 

Statements on similar lines have been issued by the Council 
of Austrians in Great Britain and by Poale Zion. The latter 
urges that the test for internment should not be usefulness 
or infirmity but bena fides. No man can be truly useful unless 
he is reliable, and no man who is reliable should be interned 
even if he is not useful. . 


MORE PROTECTED AREAS 


The entire counties of Cornwall and Devon and most of 
Somerset are now declared protected areas by the Home 
Secretary ina further Affens (Protected Areas) Order.

Refugees’ Capital Blocked 
DILEMMA OF RE-EMIGRANTS 


The plight of refugees admitted into Britain before the 
war, pending their re-emigration to the United States and 
other overseas countries, has been complicated by exchange 
regulations, which prevent them from taking out their 
capital, without which they are unable to establish them- 
selves in new homes abroad. 

Despite the British Government's desire to rid itself of 
the embarrassing problem of some 70,000 enemy aliens, 
most of them refugees from persecution, the obstacles 
imposed by the Government's general policy and adminis- 
trative measures are crippling the normal emigration of 
these people. | 

Some 27,000 refugees from Germany were admitted into 
Great Britain pending their re-emigration to the United 


States. Over half of them, it is estimated, have already 


been interned. The recent Home Office White Paper pro- 
vides for the release of emigrating internees and facilities 
for taking them to the United States Consulate under guard 
for interviews in connection with their Visas. 


Hoping for Glimpse of Loved Ones 


There is such confusion in the camps, however, that 
scores of refugees who in the normal course of events 
would already have emigrated to the United States have 
been deported to Canada or Australia for continued intern- 
ment there, or have simply been lost in the camps and 
could not be located when their presence was called for 
ac the American Consulate. 

A daily sight at the United States Consulate in London 
is a party of fifty refugees brought up from the intern- 
ment camps under armed guard for their interviews for 
visas, while their wives, children, and friends. hang about 
outside hoping for a glimpse of them before they are taken 
back to the camps to await their sailing date. 

Under the new Treasury regulations circulated to the 
hanks, all refugees are considered as residents for the pur- 
poses of the Defence (Financial) Regulations. They must 
surrender all foreign currencies and securities, which are 
placed in blocked accounts from which they can draw only 
living eXpenses, 

If they re-emigrate within six months, they receive the 
equivalent of the balance in foreign exchange. If, how- 
ever, they remain in this country more than six months, 
they cannot take out their currency and securities, which 
remain blocked. 

Since all the refugees from Germany now in this country 
entered it before the outbreak of war a year ago, they 
are automatically présluded from obtaining permits to take 
out their capital. Relief agencies in London estimate that 
some 20.000 refugees were admitted here only on bringing 
sufficient funds or securities to assure that they would not 
become public charges, or after relatives or friends in 
the United States established credits for them here to meet 
their requirements. 


Over A Million Pounds Blocked 


It is estimated that over a million pounds came into 
the country for this purpose and is now blocked. 

Those refugees who managed to salvage a few hundred 
pounds out of their former belongings in Germany, after 
paying Hitler's flight and other émigré taxes, now find 
that, owing to their inability to transfer funds, they can- 
not leave the country which is anxious to see them go, 
while they are subject to internment for the duration of 
the war if they remain. 

The suggestion is being voiced that the United States 
could make a humanitarian gesture which would at the 
same time assist Great Britain greatly by admitting 
immediately all the refugees now in England who are 
scheduled to receive immigration visas when their quota 
numbers are reached. 

It is pointed out that owing to the virtual cessation of 
immigration under the German quota from practically all 
other countries, this step would not involve the admission 
in the current year of a total appreciably larger than the 
normal German quota. And it would aid in relieving 
Britain of a source of considerable embarrassment and 
prevent further unnecessary suffering for thousands. 


LEAVE IT TO THE REFUGEES! 
| They'll Find Out the Nazis 


It has been urged by many people who are opposed to 
the mternment of refugees that one of the justifications for 
the action taken by the authorities is the difficulty of dis- 
tinguishing between anti-Nazis and agents of the Gestapo. 
There is one obvious and simple test to which nearly all of 
them could be subjected. This test would provide a com- 
pletely convincing answer in nearly every case, 

There are a large number of refugees whose credentials 
are completely satisfactory. These would be only too 
willing to undertake the inquiry in the following manner: 
they would be grouped according to the towns from which 
they came. Let us say, for instance, that there are a 
hundred from Frankfort; these would appoint, say, twenty 
of the best-known Jews of the town, who would be asked 
to identify anyone claiming to come from there. 

Jewish Communities have this factor in their organisa- 
tion: everyone in a Community knows most of the others 
in it. The number of Jews living outside of any Com- 
munity is infinitesimal. This test could also be applied 
to many of the people who are not Jews. If a man was an 
enemy of Hitler, he was nearly always a friend of the Jews, 
and would therefore be known by them. 

lt should be borne in mind that no one °s more anxious 
for the success of the Allied cause than the victims of 
the Nazis. Therefore such groups would exercise the 
greatest care in examining credentials. If they were not 
able to identify any individual there would be the strongest 
ground 
with suspicion.

EFUGEE DIES 


Invalid Wrongfully Interned 
DID POLICE IGNORE INSTRUCTIONS? 


The death occurred at the Redhill County Hospital last 
week of Mr. Josef Jokl, an Ausirian Jew, who was a “C” 
class alien. 

He was suffering, says the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, from 
thyrotoxicosis, an acute stage of Graves’s disease. He had 

nm some weeks in hospital and had been sent to a con- 
valescent home, at the expense of the Czech Trust Fund, 
as too ill to undergo an operation. When the police first 
came to intern him on July 8, he explained that he had 
just been discharged from the convalescent home as fit 
for an operation and that he was awaiting readmission to 
hospital. 

The police came again ten days later, saying that he could 
be treated in the internment camp. On July 30, the police 
informed Mr. Jokl’s sister that he was dangerously ill at 
the Redhill Hospital, where he had been taken on July 25 
in a lorry. He was well treated at the hospital. 

The hospital authorities informed refugee organisations 
who inquired after Mr. Jokl that as he was an internee they 
were forbidden to give information about him. He could 
not write or receive letters because there were no censorship 
facilities at the hospital. 

His sister was informed by the police on: Wednesday 
(August 7) that he had died that morning. 

An English doctor interested in Mr. Jok! expressed the 
opinion that his internment had destroyed what chance 
there was of saving his life. 

In an editorial comment, the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN says: 
“Obviously he ought never to have been interned.” and 
quotes Mr. Peake’s statement in the House of Commons on 
July 10, that “ invalids and the infirm are exempted.”

School in Scotland has been undergoing difficult times as

It is pleasing to note, however, that despite the financial 
and other difficulties, progress is still being maintained. 
At a recent meeting of the local committee it was intimated 
that the medical report showed that the health of the 
pupils was satisfactory and reflected great credit. 

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches submitted a report on the 
religious life of the School. Regular daily services in the 
Synagogue were being held. 

The farmers to whom the pupils were attached for agri- 
cultural work ag most highly of the very useful work 
being done. The School's dairy farm was excellent, the 
pupils showing an aptitude for this work. The poultry 
farm had now 1,000 head of poultry. Satisfactory report 
on progress was received from the other departments 
including the laundry, sewing room, boot repairing, and 
carpentry shops, 

The A.R.P. organisation was now fully manned by the 
pupils under the supervision of the masters. 

The group of boy scouts had now obtained suitable 
accommodation on the estate and was going ahead under 
the guidance of Captain A, G, Spence, the County Com- 
missioner, who was a Governor of the School. 

Sport and recreational facilities were being maintained 
and periodical entertainments were arranged for the pupils. 

An earnest appeal for additional support is made to all 
lovers of children to enable the School to continue the 
educational and practical work which is being carried out, 
so that the children may be fitted for Palestine.

Letters should be sent to the Under-Secretary of State, 
Home Ontice, B.3, Scotland House, Victoria Embankment, 
S.W. This is a new department which will deal with all 
matters, about conditions in civilian internment camps, 
including arrangements for communicating with and visiting 
internees. 

An inquiry office has been opened at St. Stephen’s House, 
Westminster. The entrance is in Cannon Row, Bridge 
Street, and anyone wanting to know the whereabouts of 
internees can call there between 10 a.m. and 4.30 p.m., 
except on Sundays.

POLISH ENDEKS IN ENGLAND 
Importing Nazi”? Jew-hatred 


[From a Correspondent} 


Polish “ Endeks * who have come to England have begun 
serious anti-Jewish activity. Led by M. Marian Seyda. a 
member of the Polish National Council now in London, they 
are continuing the fatal policy of disruption which con- 
tributed to Poland's former weakness. A new weekly called 
I aM A POLE ts being published regularly from Bedford 
Place, and sold freely in many bookshops in the West End. 
The first number contained a most scurrilous attack on 
“Jewish Communists” who were the “ruin” of France. 
a report of a sermon delivered by a Polish priest in the 
Polish Church in London. 

In an article addressed to the Polish forces, the paper 
explains its Opposition to some of the present rulers by 
saying that “ We are the boys of the Prosto Mostu.” (This 
former Warsaw paper was notorious for its anti-Semitism 
and was responsible for several pogroms). 

1 aM A Pore has, I am told, a wide circulation in London. 
and extracts are distributed in English... Where the funds 
for its publication come from is not known. It mav well 
be that they come from private persons: or there may be 
other sources. 

M. Seyda, who contributed the first leader, is actually a 
member of the present Cabinet, and, it is stated, co-operates 
with Professor Stronski, another member of the Cabinet. 
in propaganda work. 


Subsidised from Public Funds ? 


The paper has caused a stir amongst the progressive 
Poles in Britain, who realise the damage it causes to Poles, 
many of whom receive public money. Jewish taxpayers 
will find it difficult to understand why they must pay to 
help the Endeks carry on anti-Jewish activity in London. 

That some of the more enlightened members of the Polish 
Cabinet take exception to this campaign is evidenced by 
by the report that, following a Cabinet conference, it has 
been decided that I AM A POLE is not to be allowed on 
sale for Polish troops. But the paper still appears. 

It should be added that M. Seyda was formerly owner 
ef the Kuper POZNANSKI, one of the most militant anti- 
Jewish papers in Poland, and also of many other anti- 
Jewish propaganda sheets; and it was largely due to his 
publications that Poznan and Western Poland. became a 
hot-bed of anti-Semitism. | 


RIOT IN NORWOOD CAMP 
** Kill the Jews!” 


[From a Correspondent] 


Serious anti-Jewish disturbances, which led to the arrest 
of three Poles, are reported to have occurred at the Polish 
refugee centre in Norwood. On Monday of this week, 
several Poles took exception to the Jews: wearing their hats 
at meal time (as religious Jews do) and many Jews had their 
hats torn off. 

When the matter was reported to the British authorities 
they immediately arrested one Pole known for his hostility 
to the Jews. The arrest caused an even more violent out- 
burst, and many of the Polish inmates began shouting that 
the Jews should be killed, and that the English interpreter, 
Mr. Pinto, should be expelled for defending the Jews. The 
authorities stepped in to arrest two more Poles, at the same 
time ordering a further investigation. 

This attack on Jews by Poles in camps in Great Britain 
is not an isolated one, for other cases have been reported. 
The Polish authorities have been informed of the matter. _ 


LEAFLETS NEAR POLISH CONSULATE 
“The Jewish General Sikorski ”’ 


Anti-Jewish leaflets are being distributed by “ Naras” 
(National Radicals) who arrived in London recently. The 
“ Naras” were the most violcnt anti-Jewish party in pre- 
war Poland, and were guilty of most of the anti-Jewish 
riots in the universities. 

Their activity received support from the Endeks and later 
from Government circles, including Colonel Koc, founder of 
the “Ozon™ Government party. After the collapse of 
Poland, many of the “ Naras” escaped to, France, where 
they persisted in their anti-Jewish activity. They soon 
came into collision with General Sikorski, the Polish 
Premier. After the capitulation of France, when a number 
of the anti-Semites arrived in England, they began attacking 
“the Jewish General Sikorski.” 

Their obnoxious leafleis are now being distributed freely 
near the Polish Consulate in Portland Place to the numerous 
Polish visitors who are asked to pass them on to friends. 
Some of the attacks by the group have necessitated a shar 
reply by General Sikorski. _But their attacks on Jews still 
remain unanswered. The puzzling thing is where the 
“ Naras’” get the money to carry on their propaganda, 


HUNGARY'S 440,000 JEWS 
New Expulsion Threat 


The third Hungarian Jew-4law now being drafied by the 
Government provides for the mass emigration from 
Hungary of all Jews under the age of 50, according to a 
German broadcast. It would be financed by the confisca- 
tion of Jewish capital. ‘The Government, it was added, 
haa already been in contact with other Governments inter- 
ested in a similar solution of the Jewish problem within 
their boundaries. 

Hungary has a Jewish population of about 440,000. This

SACKING FRENCH JEWS 


Nazis Organise Riots 


The Nazi masters of France and the Pétain Government 
have been attacking French Jewish financiers and indus- 
trialists. The Nazis have seized a large number of Jewish 
factories, including those of MM. Rosengart, Levitan, 
Solenski, and Bloch. The Pétain Government has decided 
to confiscate the property of the Rothschilds. M. Louis 
Dreyfus, and other Jewish financiers who escaped abroad 
from Nazi persecution. 

Jews are being dismissed wholesale from newspaper 
offices, banks, and large concerns. A scheme is now being 
formulated for the mobilisation of large numbers of Jews 
lor forced labour in the reconstruction of war-devastated 
arcas., 

The German-controlled Paris wireless stated this week 
that the French Government has ordered employees of all 
Ministries to prove their non-Jewish origin by August 26. 
Marshal Pétain announced that persons who had been 
naturalised in recent years: would be denaturalised. 

Wagner, the Nazi Gauleiter for Alsace. has ordered the 
confiscation of the property of Jews and Frenchmen who 
entered the province after November, 1918. Jews will be 
allowed to take with them personal property up to a maxi- 
mum weight of 300 pounds and about £12 in cash. 

German Nazis and Italian Fascists are said to be engaged 
in Organising an anti-Jewish campaign in the French 
Riviera. They have already organised demonstrations in 
several places, including Mentone and Cannes. The 
Geiman wireless reports rioting in Nice. 


IRON GUARD NOT SATISFIED 


Rumanian “ Reign of Terror” Threatened 


When, last week, the Rumanian Prime Minister, M. 
Gigurtu, announced his country’s subservience to the Axis, 
it was clear that more persecution for the Jews was in 
store. M. Gigurtu foreshadowed further sacrifices by his 
country: but the heaviest sacrifices are to be made by the 
750,000 Jews. . 

Shortly after his speech, a Statute was issued excluding 
lews from the Army, the professions, Government service, 
and sports organisations, and forbidding mixed marriages. 
Rumanian Jews may no longer own land, or adopt a 
Rumanian name 

As always, the Jew-baiters’ appetite has only been whetted. 
The Iron Guard have issued leaflets saying that they will 
soon be in control, and that an anti-Jewish “reign of 
terror ” will then begin. 

The new restrictions and threats have already increased 
the prevailing economic depression. Large numbers of Jews 
have begun to sell their property and businesses at Very 
low prices. Factories owned by Jews are cancelling their 
orders for goods, and many Jews are making preparations 
to leave the country. 


The glorious part played by Polish Jewry in the defence of 
their country was stressed last week by Dr. I. Schwarzbart, the 
Jewish member of the Polish National Council, in. a speech 
{in Yiddish) at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, W Mr. Morris 
Myer presided Dr, Schwarzbart, describing the “ Fight of 
Polish Jewry,” told how the Jews had freely sacrificed thei 
lives and property in resisting the invader. 
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“T HAVE BEEN 
BEFORE ” 


FATE must surely have been in its most ironic mood 
when it cast the Jew, Georges Mandel, for the rdéle of 
chief target for the treacheries and cowardly spite of 
the group now posing as the Government of France. 
Here was a French citizen not only of brilliant intellect 
but of a pellucid honesty such as is rarely to be found 
in the muddy walks of French politics. None of the 
scandals that have darkened French life have touched 
even the hem of his garment. No one ever questioned 
his single-mindedness—perhaps not even those who 
hated him for his reforms. Certainly none dared— 
until now—to impeach the sturdy patriotism of this 
disciple and collaborator of the glorious Clemenceau, 
“Pere la Victoire.” His every thought and his every 
action were for his native land. 

Mandel has symbolised all the virility and the passion 
for liberty that made France illustrious and blessed in 
the world. Around such a person one would have 
thought that France would rally in her hour of eclipse. 
Why has he, instead, been singled out for attack, and, 
if current views be correct, as the only one of the 
accused politicians likely to atone for his patriotism 
with his life? Mandel himself has given us the clue to 
this mystery. In the recent hour of France's twilight, 
someone is said to have asked him, in despair, “ Can 
no one save France?” To: which came the significant 
reply, “ Yes, | could save France—if my name were 
Dupont!” The meaning of that reply is plain. Mandel 
was a Jew. 

Everything which this superb patriot had stood for 
was an abomination to one or other of the clique which 
now, under the orders of the Nazi slave-drivers, has 
France by the throat. He was a Jew, and Hitler, ther 
master. does not like Jews. He stood for his country, 
first and last. That did not please some of -the self- 
secking coterie who longed only for a subdued, 
even a prostrate, France so they might pursue their 
gainful purposes. He represented, as has truly been 
said, the glorious tradition of France Victorious, the 
heroic struggle for her fame and name which. ™ the 
old men of Vichy” were too tired, too cynical, too 
selfish, or too incompetent to pursue. Such a man, the 
possible core of continued French resistance, had to be 
struck down. Hence the contemptible mock “trial” at 
Riom, and the pillorying of Mandel as “ representing 
the evil forces that have brought the country to ruin.” 
Jt is not a new phenomenon. Assaults on innocent men 
on the pretence that they possess the very qualities 
which move the aggressor himself have been a marked 
characteritic of Hitler from the start. Subconsciously

aware of his own depraved motives, he has made their 


pretended existence in others a means of attempting 
io resolve the virulent conflict of self-hates that rack 
his morbid brain. 

There is something strangely and ominously familiar 
to Jews in all this sad and wretched business. It stirs 


dark memories. Out of the mists of the past troop the . 


sinister figures of the accusers of Alfred Dreyfus—the 
reactionaries and the generals of the Etat Major, who 
plotted the sham trial and false conviction of the Jew; 
the conspirators who sought to, cover up their own 
incompetence or selfish neglect duty by proclaiming 
the Jew to be the nation’s ryin. 
arraigned as the architect of treason. And in the welter 
of intrigue and dishonour, Germany, who could have 
revealed the truth, remained obstinately dumb to every 
appeal, even as she gives signs of doing to-day. Why, 
indeed, should she do anything but gloat if France, the 
country which Hitler has vowed utterly to destroy, 
should tear herself to pieces by internal division and 
sink into decay as a vassal German State? 

Look, too, upon another side of this extraordinary 
drama, this ghastly return of the past. Who was it, in 
the Dreyfus days, who stood between France and the 
selfish traitors who, under the a@nti-Semitic smoke-screen, 
would have poisoned her with German corruption? None 
other than Clemenceau, the same incorruptible, fearless 
“ tiger *’ who was to save France from the open German 
assault in 1914-1918. To-day it is the colleague of 
Clemenceau, the embodiment of the Clemenceau tradi- 
tion, upon whom the conspirators have fallen. 

Yes, there is something weirdly familiar about it all. 
History, Jewish history, is repeating itself. And the 
Jew, as he gloomily contemplates the squalid and tragic 
scene, may perhaps murmur the eerf title of Mr. 
Priestley’s play, “I have been here before ™!

to Riom, the scene of the new trial! None of the 
essentials seems to have changed in all those years. It 
is as though the ghosts of the earlier miscreants had 
risen up to take vengeance, after seventy years, on the 
spirit of France which had laid them low. Will another 
Clemenceau, or Zola, step forward and with burning 
eloquence recall France to herself? If not, the friends 
of humanity will bow their heads in mourning, for one 
great battle for the human race will have beer lost. 
But the Jewish people will not abandon hope—they 
have tasted the bitter fruits of defeat so often before. 
On the contrary, we can justly glory in the mission 
which apparently makes us from generation to genera- 
tion the battle-ground between freedom and slavery, 
between good and evil, between God and the Devil. 
In that strange fact we cannot fail to know the purpose 
which governs our chequered story, and which gives 
it is unique significance in the working out of the divine 
scheme-~of things. 

It is well that the free peoples of the world be warned 
by the downfall of France. At every stage of Hitler's 
career the Jew has been forced into the forefront of 
his struggle. Every time and everywhere it is Hitler's 
bestial hate of the Jew that has been used for the moral 
undoing of each fresh victim country, in preparation 
for its material overthrow. It is so to-day with France. 
Let those still proudly free take heed in time. Let them, 
by keeping clean their souls, make safé their patrimony 
and their destiny in the fateful years ahead. For the 
sorry event at Riom may not, after all, be so much a 
withering stroke of irony as a lesson in history and a 
ringing call to be up and doing against the pestilence 
from without and the enemy within the gates! 


POLISH JEW-BAITERS IN LONDON 


RBotH news and correspondence columns in this issue give 
evidence of continued Polish anti-Jewish activity. Out of 
a sense of duty to the Allied Cause, no less than to that of 
the Jews, THe Jewitsn CHRONICLE has, in the past, and in 
measured language, drawn attention to these wretched 
ebullitions. But it is difficult to write with restraint of 
the latest outbreaks. When Polish refugees assault Jewish 
fellow-inmates in a London camp——-not an isolated case of 
the sort, by the way-—and do se in spite of the intervention 
of the British authorities; when a sermon delivered in the 
Polish Church in London can wander into blatant anti- 
Semitism, and the text can be reproduced in a Polish weekly 
published here; and when the notorious Polish Jew-baiters, 
the Naras, can take to distribdting their beastly anti-Jewish 
literature in the streets of London, then the time has come 
for the most energetic protest. A serious aspect of all this 
exotic activity is that it is countenanced, at any rate in 
one respect, by at least one Pole occupying a responsible 
positioAf in. the counsels of his countrymen in England. 
M. Seyda, a member of the Polish National Council, 
domiciled in London, ts said to have contributed the first 
leader to the violently anti-Jewish paper referred to above, 


and has, in the sphere .of anti-Semitism, an unsavoury 


record. It -is asking almost too much of human patience 
to sit silent while he thus identifies himself with a journal 


which boasts, in an article addressed to the Polish troops, | 


that it is carried on py the same individuals who ran a 
Warsaw paper that was responsible for several pogroms. 


MISBEHAVING GUESTS 
THE paper in question prociaims its opposition to some 


of the present Polish leaders, and the hostility is believed — 


to be mutual. According to one report, indeed, the Polish 
Cabinet has decided to ban the sale of the paper to the 
Polish forces. But the paper still continues to appear. More 
important still, its contributor still remains a member of 
the Polish Cabinet-—-no. doubt in the cause of a Polish 
unity which appears to be carried to inordinate lengths. 
Surely the Polish Authorities must realise what it means 
to their status that a campaign should be waged in this 
free country of a kind calculated to revolt decent English 
sentiment and to help to reproduce here the causes which 
led to the overthrow of their own country? And as surely 
they must understand the abominable incivility and 
ingratitude implied towards an ally who is their only hope 
and who generously has given them haven and help? If 
they cannot control their own countrymen, or dispense with 
the co-operation of a notorious Jew-baiter, even in this 
country, will not public opinion begin to ask what authority 
they can be expected to command in a resurrected Polish 
polity—-and perhaps draw the inescapable inference? We 
have but one suggestion to make to them. If they are really 
baffled by the task of forcing their anti-Jewish riff-raff to 
behave themselves in other people's houses, let them consult 
the British Government on the matter. - 


SORTING OUT THE INTERNEES 


As a result of the transference of the management of 
the civilian internment camps to the Home Office, a special 
department for this purpose has been set up, This, it is 
hoped, wifTead to an improvement in many respects of 
the copditions of innocent internees. Perhaps the most 
welcome of recent developments, however, was contained in 
the Duke of Devonshire’s statement last week that the Home 


Office hoped to secure the release of all internees whose 


freedom would involve no danger to the country. This 


assurance, if carried steadily into effect, should bring a very | 


considerable emptying of the camps, for it is common 


ground that, as the Duke admitted, the vast majority of 
- the inmates are in reality anxious only to serve and not to 
harm the country, 


SPY-CATCHING 


THe whole question, in this connection, is how to provide 
a sieve so effective that none of the undeserving cases can 
slip through. As to this, there is much to be said for the 
suggestion touched upon by Dr. Leon Zeglin in a letter in 
this issue, and akin to one made months ago in these columns 
and subsequently elsewhere. It is that a Committee of 
some half-dozen Austrian and German refugees—men who 
were distinguished leaders in commerce and science, 
and lawyers skilled in the sifting of evidéhce—should be 
set up to assist the authorities in sorting the sheep from 
the goats. Such a body of assessors would be of invaluable 
help in coping with applications for exemption or release, 
especially in cases where the evidence of reliability gave 
even a trace of ground for hesitation. Its members would 
not only be able to converse freely with the applicants in 
their owh language, but would understand their mentality, 
their ways, and the ways of the country from which they 
came, in a manner which British citizens could not command. 
Moreover, by means of their association with other refugees, 
the members of the Committee could very often make 
inquiries of men and women who knew the applicant in 
Germany or Austria and who were aware of his activities 
and reputation over a number of years. He would be a 
clever rogue indeed who could slip undetected through this 
close mesh of personal knowledge—for the faintest doubt 
would, for safety’s sake, keep him in detention. 


AN ADVANTAGEOUS PLAN 


THe whole result would be that a thorough testing of 
each case would be assured, injustices would be materially 
reduced, a valuable source of co-operation in the war effort 
would be secured, and the nation’s conscience would be set 
at rest. Indeed, such a body might conceivably discover a 
new source of national service among some of those 
refugees who have been too modest or diffident to put 
forward their qualifications for valuable technical work in 


the national effort. One further point may be made. In. 


the memorable movement for securing fair play for refugees 
-~“a@ movement so characteristically British and one which, 
in flash, lights up the moral chasm that divides this 
county from its enemies in the present straggle—there is 
the possible danger that great kindness of heart may, here 
or there, be found to have been misplaced. Any such mis- 
judgment must bring boundless suffering on the innocent, if 
cruelly and assiduously exploited. It is the nterit of the 
proposal briefly outlined in Dr. Zeitlin’s letter that it would 
materially help to obviate any errors of this kind. 


HENDON HOSPITAL BANS JEWS 


A TRULY surprising case of apparent religious or racial 
intolerance has been brought to our attention. A young 
Jewess approached the Hendon Cottage Hospital in the 
hope of becoming a probationer nurse. Her application 
was refused by the Matron on the grounds that “ we do not 
accept candidates of the Hebrew faith.” This extraordinary 


decision—all the more inexplicable seeing that the institu- ~ 


tion in question is affiliated to the great Charing Cross 
Hospital—-will come as an unpleasant surprise not only 
to Jews but to many non-Jews in whose eyes the freedom of 
our hospitals from prejudice is one of their most precious 
attributes. It is particularly monstrous because it is aimed 
at a community whose support of the hospitals is as 
generous as it is far-famed. But most of all it is deplorable 
as an act in violent conflict with the traditions of this 
country and the free and humane ideals for which it is 
fighting and sacrificing in this war. It is, in fact, so 
outrageous as to raise a doubt as to whether the official in 
question may not have misconstrued the rules of the Hendon 
Cottage Hospital, or perhaps, though we should hesitate to 
believe it, acted in defiance of them. At any rate, a word 


. Of explanation is clearl& called for. 


A JEWISH KNIGHT ERRANT 


RARELY, indeed, has a more unselfish personality arisen in 
this or any other community than Captain Webber, whose 
death we regretfully record this week. A man of gentle 
disposition, he was nevertheless the bravest of fighters in 
the causes he espoused, An essentially humble spirit, he 
had no hesitation in leaping into the battle which others 
had, as he thought, shirked. In those fights he spent himself 
and his substance. It may have been the provision of an 
ambulance for the British Army in the Boer War—for he 
loved England with almost fanatical patriotism—or a cam- 
paign for the boycott of goods from Nazi Germany. 
Whatever it was, he threw himself into the struggle with a 
fiery and consuming passion and never took account of self. 
Others, maybe, have shown a comparable ardour, but none 
perhaps have been so completely selfless and so utterly 
devoted to their ideals. He fought on, whether fortune 
favoured or frowned. ¢ was indifferent to danger, to 
criticism, to derision.~ He knew only that he, Captain 
Webber, was doing the right and the necessary thing accord- 
ing to his lights. If others hesitated and would noi do it, 
then he would; and in the end he passed out in total 
poverty, without “ honours,” but not unhonoured by those 
who knew him, and certainly secure of a proud niche in 
any Anglo-Jewish history not ponderously weighted by the 
exclusiveness of private patronage. It is a theme for the 


moralist--perhaps also a tonic for those who doubt the 


human race, But is not the inexhaustible Jewish capacity 
for throwing up great souls of this type something in which 


the Jewish people can take pride, and from which they can *

GLASGOW’S SHECHITA CHARGE 
DISPUTE 


The Authorities’ Ruling 


[From our Correspondent} 


The question of Shechita charges in Glasgow, concerning 
which there has been a dispute for several months between 
the local Board of Shechita and Glasgow Jewish butchers, 
was the subject of a statement by Mr. B. Strump, J.P., 
President of the Board, at.a meeting of the Glasgow Jewish 
Representative Council last week. 

He stated that at a conference held a few days previously 
with the Area Food Control Officer, the Chief Livestock 
Officer for Great Britain, and representatives of the trade, 
the authorities reiterated that the Id. per lb. fee must be 
collected from the butchers on the gross weight of the cattle, 
and definite instructions were issued to the Board to this 
effect. Meanwhile, the only exception to this ruling was 
with regard to part of the head of the cattle, which would 
be the subject of a decision by the authorities shortly 

Following, the conference, Mr. Strump continued, a 
further letter was sent to the local butchers confirming the 
position, and advising them that. the Id. per Ib. fee would 
become operative as from August 5. The Board of 
Shechita had done all they could to clarify the difficult 
position, and the reSponsibility now rested with the 
butchers.

Palestine Jews Can Help Britain 


Professor Selig ee - y visited Glasgow last week and 
gave an address at ing held under the auspices of the 
lécal Zionist Organisation. He also spoke at a conference 
of the Glasgow Jewish Representative Council. 

At the Zionist gathering, over which Mr. F. Nettler, J.P., 
presided, Professor Brodetsky reviewed the changes which had 
taken place in Europe from 1918 up to the present time, and 
their consequent effect on the Jewish position. In the course of 
his address he said there was nothing which held out hope for 
the Jewish people other than Zionism. Everything else in Jewish 
life was completely bankrupt. Palestine was the only country 


which had gison them a reality, and they must not allow their 


minds to be diverted from it. Referring to the war position 
in the Mediterranean, Dr. Brodetsky declared that a vast amount 
of aid could be given by Jews in Palestine which would save 
the British Government an enormous amount of time and money. 
But if the Jews of Palestine were to take their place by the side 
of Britain, it must be as the Jewish people, not merely as Jewish 
individuals. They wanted Palestine Jewry to be able to feel that 


it was as a people they were defending its future, and they should 
be granted that status.

HOW MANY JEWS ARE THERE 
IN LEEDS? 


Surprising Figures 
[From our Correspondent] 


Considerable discussion has been aroused in Leeds as to 
the exact number of the Jewish population by the recent 
publication of the numbers of those rationed with Jewish 
butchers for the supply of Kasher meat. 

According to these figures, the total number of Jews 
rationed with Jewish butchers is-only 16,000. If one is to 
accept the usual estimate that there are between 25,000 and 
30.000 Jews in Leeds, it would seem that a distressingly 
low proportion eat Kasher meat. As Leeds Jewry has always 
enjoyed the reputation of being a C ommunity very loyal to 
the precepts of its faith, the population figures have been 
studied with a view to arriving at a correct estimate. 

To arrive at approximate figures, one can compare the rates of 
Jewish marriages, births, and deaths with those of the general 
population. It is impossible, however, to obtain figures of the 
Jewish birth-rate, as separate statistics of religious affiliations are 
not kept. The number of marriages also cannot be accurately 
ascertained, as some marriages take place at registry offices and 
are afterwards solermmnised religiously by a quiet chuppah. Of 
these, especially in the case of the chevras who do not keep 
proper statistics, no records are available, and in some instances 
no notification is given to thé Office of the Chief Rabbi 

One is, however, able to eect a fairly complete account of 
the number of deaths in the Jewish Community, as the under- 
takers have provided the full figures. of the Jewish burials 
carried out during the past three years complete Yor all the 
Jewish cemeteries in Leeds. From January 1, 1936, until 
December 31, 1939, there was in Leeds 678 Jewish funerals, 
excluding stillbirths. The death-rate in Leeds has been 13.5 per 
thousand, and on this basis there is an estimated Jewish popula- 
tion of about 17,000. 

This seems to be an underestimate, but it does tend to show 
that the Jewish population is not as high as usually reckoned 
A secondary result that the estimate shows is that apparently 
almost all the families who make arrangements for Jewish burial 
also eat Kasher meat 

From a sceat-rental estimate, one finds that there are about 
3.800 Synagogue members in Leeds, and if we reckon the 
high average of five to each family, this brings the figure up 
to 19,000. Jews for Leeds. With those not attached to any 
Synagogue, therefore, there are probably not more than 22,000 
Jews in the city all told.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE DIVINE COMFORT 


far from-exercising a depressing effect upon 
ne dment, havé ever been a source of hope- 
ful inspiration to our religious fidelity. It is true that they 
awaken thoughts of the many critical days through which 
our people have passed, not alone in the Holy Land but 
in all parts of the globe, and of the frequent perils, almost 
of utter annihilation, which, by the mercy of God, we have 
been permitted to survive. From these experiences, the 
eternal lesson has been engraven upon the Jewish heart 
with an indelible pen that “the grass withereth and the 
flower fadeth, but the Word of the Lord shall stand for 
ever.’ The course of Israel's chequered career through 
the centiiries has proved to be a veritable miracle. that 
can only be explained by endowing it with a Divine 
significance. Our first verse of the Haftara reminds us of 
the days of the prophet Isaiah, that golden-mouthed 
messenger of God, when the power of the Assyrian seemed 
irresistible and finis appeared about to be written to the 
book of Israel's history. All unexpectedly, the mighty 
foe was overthrown, and, in the words of the prayer of 
King Hezekiah, “all the kingdoms of the earth learned 
that Thou art the Lord, even Thou only.” At later periods 
of our. annals, the warriors of Babylon and the legions 
of Rome conquered Israel and laid waste his land and his 
Temple, and the crown of the glory of our nation was 
humbled in the dust, apparently for ever. But, “like balm 
upon a wound or like the soft breath upon a fevered 
brow,” there was given the Divine message of the Prophet 
bringing consolation to the hearts of a despairing people 
and breathing new hope into those overwhelmed by afflic- 
tion. In due season the right arm of the Lord would be 
stretched out to bring deliverance to the captives, and, with 
triumphal rejoicing, Israel would return from his exile. 
“Comfort ye, my people. . for the glory of the Lord 
shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it together, for 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” 

This teaching of the Haltara of this Sabbath has been 
of incalculable value in sustaining the morale of our 
ancestors when the agony of the world’s hatred seemed 
well-nigh intolerable. We have learned this lesson well, 
that, through the desert of suffering, God will make a path 
for His children, and we have fully understood that the one 
permanent factor in human history has been this immutable 
purpose of God as announced to all mankind by the mouths 
of the Prophets. 

The imperative need of the present day, with its burden 
of human suffering and its fierce battle against those evil 
forces that seek to debase and destroy all spiritual values, 
is to seek comfort in the truths of faith in the Divine, to 
be guided and fortified by the knowledge of the past mani- 
festations of God in the affairs of man, to five with a 
vivid and abidiAg consciousness of the presence of the 
Linseen. When in face of our immediate anxieties we 
can go calmly on our way assured that He is at our mght 
hand so that we shall not fall. then mdeed shall we be 
strong to do the work of God and faithfully fulfil our 
duties, both religious and patriotic, with a heart of unshaken 
courage. 

Once again the great issue has been joined between two 
opposite. systems of doctrine. between a living religious 
faith and a blank unbelief, between a realisation of a world 
of being of which the senses can tell us nothing and a 
materiahism which acknowledges nothing except on the 
evidence of the senses. Exists there a God ruling mankind 


‘whose Will controls the destiny of. His creatures for happi- 


ness and for blessing? The solution of this question can 
alone endow us with the requisite strength to conquer in the 
hour of adversity. The extreme perplexity that assails us of 
irving to harmonise a firm belief in God with the distressing 
happenings of to-day Is as acute as ever, the tension between 
our personal experience and our faith in the Divine 
Providence presents no unfamiliar phenomenon. For the 
loval Jew, imbued with the spiritual teachings of his belief, 
the reply is clear and unmistakable. We thank God every 
day that, through His Law, we have been given this com- 
forting teaching and training in the discipline of the soul 
that enables us to declare with the Psalmist at all times, 
“ God is our refuge and strength, a very present help in 
trouble.” In order’ th retain our fortitude and otir unflinch- 
ing hope amid the turmoil of the world’s upheaval, we 
must be conscious of a complete sense of the presence of 
God in our daily lives. It is less what happens to a man 
that is of primary importance than the spirit in which 
he meets the crises of his life. A man is never utterly 
defeated as long as his resolution to conquer remains 
unbroken, and it is essentially in the realm of faith in the 
Divine protection that the stimulus to endure all things can 
be found.

light, and its rays of hopefulness dispel the darkness of | 
The realisation of the Divine’ 


dejection and pessimism. 
Power to heal the bruised soul of man endows us with a 
vision of a glorious future, in which the clouds of sorrow 
will speedily fade away, It is truly a great possession when 
once the stricken spirit of humanity can grasp the con- 
ception of a world other than that we ordinarily behold. To 
most of us this vision is dim and distant. But the eternal 
rinciples of our Judaism teach us that there is no panacea 
or the manifold ills of life, there is no source from which 
we can drink the waters of joy and peace except the certain 
knowledge of the abiding presence of God which alone can 
inspire us with strength to combat our present fears. We 
will, therefore, take fast hold of this consolation, we will 
cherish and cling to this ennobling thought in our secret 
hearts, in our worship in the house of God, in our homes and 
in the darkened streets, in solitude and amid throngs of 
our fellow-men, so tbat everywhere and under every circum- 
stance of our daily lives there shall dwell the glad con- 
sciousness of a heavenly Presence, strengthening, cheering, 
and comforting, for “ the Lord is my strength and my shield, 
my heart trusted in Him and I am helped; therefore my 
heart greatly rejoiceth and with my song will I praise Him.

tinues to rise. Remarkable results are being achieved in 
the U.S.A., in South Africa,.and in Palestine ttself.

During the first eight months of the present Jewish year 


the world income rose to £430,000, which is approximately 


£120,000 higher than the corresponding figure for the 
previous year, itself a record total. The United States was 
responsible for half this increase. The fact that so large 
a proportion of the Fund's income comes from the U.S.A. 
is a source of great financial strength and gives that stability 
which enables the Fund safely to plan ahead in its land- 
buying programme. 

Great Britain, too, has played its part, but the figures 
for Palestine are the most remarkable of all. During the 
first eight months of the war, the Yishuv contributed 
£19,000, as against £13,000 for a similar period the previous 
year. 


KIBBUTZ PLAN APPLIED TO 
WAR EFFORT 


Communal Group of Boy Farmers 


HABONIM IN LINCOLNSHIRE 


[From a Correspondent| 


Applying the principles of the communal settlements of 
Palestine, a group of members of Habonim have under- 
taken farming work on a farm in Lincolnshire to help in 
the Government's agricultural scheme. They will live and 
work as a group, pooling their wages and receiving the 
necessaries of life from the common fund. These principles 
have proved so successful in operation in Palestine that 
the members of Habonim decided to try them here. 

Before the members of a Kibbutz, or communal settle- 
ment, occupy a tract of land on their own, and in order 
to save enough capital to establish them when they get .t, 
they work as a group for farmers, or as road workers, or 
in any other way that may be convenient. Their wages 
are paid to the treasurer of the group, and each member 
receives his food and clothing and other necessaries from 
the common pool. 

These ideas. will be carried out as closely as possible 
by the group which has been formed and the advance 
guard of which went to Blyborough , Hall, Gainsborough, 


' recently. They will receive 1s. 6d. each a week pocket- 


money, and that is all, In those cases where it is necessary 
for money to be sent to relatives of any member it will 
be allocated from the common fund. 

Biyboraugh Hall is a very large farm of over 700 acres, 
on which every variety of indigenous crop is cultivated. 
The group will live in a cottage, which has a large hut 
and numerous outbuildings. The girls of the group will 
look after the house, do the cooking, grow vegetables in 
the garden attached to the cottage, and look after some 
poultry, 

So far as the farmer is concerned the boys will receive 
wages according to the scale of the Agricultural Wages 
Board. They will be looked after by a senior member. of 
the movement, who has taken a degree in agriculture and 
has spent a year at the David Eder Farm. Proper arrange- 

ments are being made for the observance of the Sabbath 
and Festivals and for the provision of kasher food. More 
than this, various activities have been arranged which will 
enable as full a Jewish life as possible to be carried on. 

So enthusiastically has the tdea been taken up by the 
members of. Habonim that further groups are ih process 
of formation, while every effort is being made to find farms 
where they can work. All the boys are between the ages 
of 17 and 19. 

There are tremendous possibilities in the scheme for large 
numbers of young Jews to make an effective contribution 
to the nation’s war effort without compelling them to 
abandon Jewish observances. In addition they will be able 
to feel themselves in spiritual harmony with those spiendid 
men and women in Palestine who are making such a notable 
contribution to the forward march of civilisation.

‘*Bombs Don’t Win Hearts” ~ 


AXIS AND SYRIA 


An appeal to Moslems to “help Britain with all their 
united energy” has been made by Prince Aly Klan, son 
of Aga Khan, in a broadcast on the Jerusalem radio to 
Moslems in the Near East. He said: “ To-day religious 
freedom and all its essential qualities have received what 
appears to be their death sentence in those countries that 
have fallen under totalitarian influence,” 

2,000 Arabs attended a mass meeting at Jaffa to 
protest against the Italian raid on Haifa on July 24, when 
there were numerous Arab casualties. 

Azmi Dabah, of the Moslem Society, said the “ rapacious 
Duce” had adopted the title of Protector of Islam, but 
had not lived up to it. He. warned Itajy and Germany 
that the Arabs were not a ball to be tossed about at will. 

Other speakers referred to the Italian ill-treatment of 
Moslems in Libya, and asked what the Arabs could expect 
at the hands of Italy and Germany which had deprived 
Poland, Belgium, France, and others of their liberty. 

Fakhri Bey, nephew of Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, declared 
that Italy, with the help of Germany, might continue her 
bombing attacks, but she could never hope to win the hearts 
and faith of the Arabs. 

A telegram was sent to the Arab kings and diplomatic 
representatives in the eastern countries strongly denounc- 
ing the succession of aggressive acts committed by Italy. 

There are persistent reports that an Italian-German com- 
mission is shortly going to Syria. No Halian comment on 
these reports is .available in Ankara, says Reuter, and 
responsible German circles refuse <ither. to confirm or 
deny it. 

The presence of an Axis commission in Syria would 
materially alter the situation. Hitherto, although Syria has 
nominally followed the Pétain Government, her relations 
with her. neighbours have been continuing much as before. 
if the Axis Powers were to seek domination in Syria it 
would be impossible for Syria to continue normal relations 
with her neighbours. 

Axis influence would presumably be greeted by the Arabs 
with something like consternation, since probably at no 
time in the past has Arab sentiment appeared to be so 
widely pro-Beitish and anti-Axis. 


SEED PRODUCTION 
Result of Three Years’ Work 


The Jewish Grain Growers’ Association reports that for 
the first time cabbage seed has been produced by Keren 
Haygsod settlements and is available for sowing. These 
seticments have been engaged in the production of seed 
tor the past three years and have achieved satisfactory 
results, especially with clover, hucerne, and other types 
cf animal food. Central Hamashbir and a private whole- 
sale firm are the chief middlemen. 

Some of the seed sold are tomato, cucumber, carrot, beet, 
radish, pea, and lentil. A large number of Keren Hayesod 
villages ave now engaged in this business, and the provision 
of potato seed is now being arranged. 


- HAIFA’S THIRD AIR RAID 


There was another air raid on Haifa last week. This 
was the third attack by Italian ‘planes on the city. Accord- 
ing to an official statement one Arab was killed, seven 
were injured, and one Jew was slightly wounded. The 
damage, the communiqué adds, was inconsiderable and no 
bombs fell in the city. Anti-aircraft defences were quickly 
in action and the enemy was driven off. 


NO IDLE BOAST 
The character of Jewish settlement in Palestine, points out 
our Jerusalem Correspondent, in the past 20 years has been 
such as to produce a comparatively large 18-50 age group, 
probably of a larger percentage than the class of people 
of working ability in other populations. For that reason 
it is no idle boast that the Yishuyv can provide a military 


force of about 20 per cent. of its 500,000. souls if called 
upon by the British Government to do so. 


ARABS VISIT HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


A group of 50 Arab Palestine and Transjordan teachers, 
led by the headmaster of the Bishop Gobat School, has 
visited the Hebrew University and been received by Dr. 
Werner Senator. They were especially interested in the 
Institute of Oriental Studies, the Museum of Biblical 
Botany, and the laboratories. 


TEL-AVIV PORT WORKERS

LORD HAW HAW’S MATE 
“* Cockney” Broadcaster Who Hates Jew 


[From a Correspondent] 


Apart from the so-called “New British Broadcasting 
Station,” which is located in Germany and which has been 
disseminating pro-Nazi propaganda for some time, to the 
delight of British Fascists, some of whom have been sen- 
tenced for advertising it, another pernicious broadcasting 
station is now operating under the name of “ Workers’ 
Challenge.” 

This station, which does three “turns” a night, makes 
a crude appeal to what it imagines is the working-class type 
—an offensive and libellous reflection on the true British 
worker—to “ Down tools,” “March to Downing Street,” 
“ Throw Churchill in the Thames,” “Clear out the Yids,” 
etc... in violent language liberally interspersed with oaths 
supposed to be prevalent among workers. The speaker, 
who repeats his broadcast word for word on all three 
occasions, suitably drops his aitches—when he remembers 
—and tries to outdo the proverbial bargee in order to make 
himself sound more “ genuine.” 

The tactics are very similar to those of Hitler in pre- 
1933 days, when he ranted against the capitalists and 


.usurers, only to enslave the German workers more firmly 


after he achieved power. I was also reminded strongly of 
a series of articles that once appeared in BLACKSHIRT and 
AcTION by a Fascist writer on industrial subjects. Leaving 
aside the obscenities, the gist was remarkably similar, even 
to the fulsome praise of the great Labour leader Keir 
Hardie, who, if he were alive to-day, would be aghast at 
the use of his name by the working class’s Fascist enemies. 


B.U.F. PROPAGANDA BY POST 
A Secret Printing Press 


Londoners are becoming increasingly annoyed, says THe 
STAR, by the activities of Fascists who are sending anti- 
British propaganda through the post.

HENDON HOSPITAL BANS JEWS 


My daughter, who has just returned home from school, 
is Very anxious to take up a nursing career, and the Head- 
mistress at her school,was of the opinion that she would 
be very suitable for the profession. 1 ascertained that the 
Hendon Cottage Hospital, which is affiliated to the Charing 
Cross Hospital, takes in Probationers from 17, and from 
there they pass on to Charing Cross Hospital. The Matron 
of Hendon Hospital sent me the necessary application form 
with the statement that if my daughter filled it in she would 
be granted an interview. The form was duly filled in 
(incidentally, there is a space on the form for the applicant's 
religious denomination), and sent it in to the hospital. She 
was turned down, without even an interview, because of the 
fact that she is Jewish. I feel that our co-religionists, who 
must Comprise a number of the hospital’s supporters, should 
be made acquainted with the facts. I am enclosing a copy 
of the letter received from the Matron of the hospital.— 
‘Mas. Ray Maurice, 26, Wanstead Park Avenue. E.1?. 
The letter from the Matron referred to above. and dated 
August 9, was as follows: “ Dear Madam, With further reference 
to your application for the post of Probationer Nurse in_ this 
Hospital, I regret to inform you that I am unable to proceed 


further in the matter, as we do not accept candidates of the 
Hebrew faith.—Yours faithfully, G. Reay, Matron.’ 


A POLAND WORTH FIGHTING FOR?.

Forces. I shall not join the Polish Army under any cir- 
cumstances, no matter what happens to me! I have no 
desire whatsoever to fight for a Poland where the treat- 
ment of Jews has been, and always will be, as bad as in 
Nazi Germany.—Mkr..L. Lictrr, 31, Adolphus Road, N.4.

“ PALESTINIANS AND ANGLO-PALESTINIANS ” 

In a paragraph headed Palestinians and Anglo- 
Palestinians under “ Incidentally” in your last issue, you 
quote a statement of one of the Palestine Company of the 
A.M.P.C. complaining of a cold reception when he visited 
the Club. The true fact is that as soon as we became aware 
that these soldiers were stationed somewhere in England 
permission was immediately sought from the War Office to 
arrange a reception in their honour, applying for leave for a 
number between 70 to 100 to be absent from their camp for 
that day. Difficulty was experienced in obtaining this 
sanction, and it was in fact only at the very last moment that 
this was obtained, and very hurried arrangements had to be 
made for such things as (1) a Reception Committee of lead- 
ing members of the Community to receive them, etc.. and 
(2) transport to and from the camp. In the interim there 
was a steady flow of these Palestinian soldiers visiting the 
Club throughout the weeks that they were stationed in this 
country, and nightly we put up as many as possible in the 
Club in order to save them having to spend any money on 
lodgings. We were, in fact, thanked on all sides on this 
score. I have the authority of the Chaplain to the Com- 
pany, the Rev. Mr. Cherrick, to mention that many of the 
soldiers who visited London and enjoyed the hospitality 
of the Club, came to him with delighted stories and said 
how thankful they were that in addition to the official 
welcome they received, they were also enabled to meet 
their coreligionists through the medium of the Club.—Mr.

President's Generous Act 


When the accounts of the Commercial Road Taimud 
Torah and Synagogue were presented at the annual mecting 
last week, the President, Mr. Samuel Witte, said, amid 
applause, that he would cancel a debt of £140 due to him- 
self that figured on the liability side. ’ 

Mr. Witte submitted the annual report. He described 
the year under review as the most difficult and strenuous 
in the history of the institution, but in-spite of the. unprece- 
dented situation the Talmud Torah had still continued to 
progress. The majority of their pupils were evacuated, but 
he was proud to say that the Commercial Road Talmud 
Torah never closed its doors. 

The President paid tribute to the Headmaster, Mr. M. 
Vilensky, who had remained on duty continuously. 

Their friends were aware, continued Mr. Witte, that most 
of the poor pupils received clothing, boots, and other 
necessities almost continuously throughout, the year, and 
no one should imagine that the problem was ended when 
the children were evacuated. They had received calls in 
greater numbers than ever before from various parts of 
the Country, owing mainly to the exceptional weather of 
last winter. Inroads were made upon the slender resources 
of the Talmud Torah, and the funds of their auxilary 
organisation, the Ladies’ Boot, Meal, and Clothing Fund, 
were completely exhausted. 

The financial statement for the year ended April 30, 1940, 
said the speaker, showed that they had been extremely for- 
tunate in holding their own. The figure of £921 in dona- 
tions indicated a terrific amount of work. He thanked Mr. 
Alfred Cope for personally paying the legacy left them by 
Mr. David Cope, so as to avoid delay.

HERE is no conceivable reason why 

the holiday ban which most of us have 

cheerfully accepted as a war measure 
should operate on the children. True 
endugh, they cannot in the great majority 
of cases be taken this year to the sea Many 
of them must be deprived this summer of 
the healthful joys of paddling in the salt 
water and digging in the sands. But for 
that very reason, it is incumbent on us to 
see that they experience no real deprivation, 
cither in the way of obtaining a maximum 
amount of sun to store up in their bodies 
against the coming winter, or, equally 
important, in the recreative happiness of 
the holiday spirit. 


In Rural Surroundings 


Many children this year are spending their 
summer in rural surroundings. Those who 
are in charge of them, whether their own 
parents or “ foster-parents,” must energeti- 
cally set out to make the summer holiday 
in the midst of war a real holiday as brim- 
ful of happiness as it possibly can be. 

The country is, after all, full of excite- 
ment for children, especially if their days 
are planned with that spirit of imaginative 
adventure loved by every child. There is 
the fruit, ripening on the trees and bushes, 
that may, after careful direction, be picked 
by willing little helpers. Then there are 
animals which need care and attention, and 
children can learn to feed them and look 
after them as a special holiday treat. 

Camping out, provided it is done after 
a spell of dry weather, is both safe and 
enjoyable,. Every child loves to camp, even 
if it is only within a few yards of his own 
house. On warm fine nights it is possible 
to let him sleep in his tent under proper 
supervision. You should make the “camp” 
a real business--like undertaking, as much 
as possible like the real thing. Quite young 
children can usefully learn the rudiments of

camping that will be of great ser- 
vice to them when they later 
become members of Habonim or 
the Scouts. A field next to their 
own garden, or a part of the 
garden, grass covered and not 
under close cultivation, is ideal. 

The children should be taught 
the essentials of tidiness and such 
rudimentary lessons as the right 
way to make a camp bed, and the 
need to air and fold their clothes. 
And if you enter into the spirit of 
the thing by cooking some simple 
food in a billy-can over a camp fire 
especially if they are set to watch 
the can themselves—-their joy will 
be complete. 

Make an effort to spend a whole day 
camping with the children during the holi- 
days and if the thing is done properly they 
—and you—will imagine that you are all 
miles away from home, 


The Open Air 


Another splendid outlet for children in 
the country .is the organisation of entertain- 
ments in the open air. Let them choose a 
hollow that naturally lends itself to being 
transformed into an amphitheatre. Then 
they must help to clear the ground and roll 
logs or stones into position for the seats. 
The stage portion will require careful clear- 
ing, but with ingenuity a suitable site can 


be chosen with trees or shrubs as wings 


behind which the performers change and 
from which they make their exits and 
entrances. 

The children can arrange dances and play- 
lets suitable for open-air performance. If

VEGETABLE MARROW 


Baked Stuffed Marrow 


CHoost a well-shaped marrow, peel it, 
cut through lengthways, and remove seeds. 
Fill cavity with the savoury stuffing, put 
the two halves together, and tie with tape. 
Put on a greased baking tin, dot with 
dripping or margarine, atd bake in a 
moderately hot oven till the marrow is 
tender—about hours, basting at 
intervals. Serve with thick gravy or 
tomato sauce. 

Here are a few suggestions for fillings. 
The mixture should always be highly 
seasoned because the marrow itself is rather 
insipid. 

(1) Sausage meat: Addi finely chopped 
onion and a little dried chopped sage to the 
sausage meat and half its bulk of mashed 
potato. Add salt and pepper if necessary. 

(2) Cooked rice and tomatoes: Add a 
little grated cheese and chopped parsiey. 

(3) Cooked minced meat: Mix 4 Ib. 
minced meat, 3 ozs. breadcrumbs, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls each chopped parsley and grated 
onion, and moisten with thickened stock or 
gravy. Cooked rice or mashed potato can 
be used instead of the breadcrumbs if 
preferred. 

(4) Sage and. onions: Parboil } Ib. 
onions and chop finely: soak a breakfast- 
cupful breadcrumbs in hot milk; mix with 
the onions, and add 2 teaspoonfuls sage, 
salt, and pepper. 

(S) Mushroom Stuffing: Prepare and 
chop up 4 Ib. mushrooms and fry in 2 ozs. 
margarine very gently for 5 minutes, add 
3 ozs. breadcrumbs, season with salt and 
pepper. If at all dry, add a little milk. 

Serve with this a white sauce to which | 
has been added the liquid from the tin in. 
which the marrow is cooked and a tea- 
spoonful of mushroom catsup. : 


Marrow Chips 


Peet and seed the marrow and cut into 
chips. Coat with seasoned flour (this is best 
done by shaking in a floured cloth), and fry 
in a frying basket in deep fat. Drain and 
dust with salt and cayenne. 


Marrow en Casserole 


1 marrow. Tomatoes, 4 tb. 
3 onions. A few mushrooms. 
Margarine. : Cornflakes, 
White Sauce : 
Peet and seed marrow and cut into con- 
venient-sized pieces for serving. Skin 


tomatoes, onions, and mushrooms, and cut 
into slices. Put half the marrow in a 
casserole, dot with margarine, and cover 
with half the onions, tomatoes, and mush- 
rooms, season well with salt and pepper, 
and repeat the layers. Cover the casserole 
and bake in a moderate oven 1} hours. 
After it has been cooking for an hour 
remove the lid and sprinkle the top with 
cornflakes. Serve white sauce separately. . 


Marrow Tart 


Make the pie exactly the same way as 
you would apple, or any other fruit, tart. 
Cut the marrow into small pieces and add 
2 or 3 tablespoonfuls sultanas and 4 tea- 
spoonful cinnamon and sugar to taste. Put 
in pie dish, cover with pastry, and bake in 
a moderately hot oven,

Special Synagogue Services 


Large attendances, especially of young people, were 
secorded on Sunday last at synagogues in London and the 
Provinces when the special services were held on Youth's 
Day of Intercession. In many towns, every Jewish youth 
organisation was represented in the congregation. The 
sermons were specially devoted, in the main, to a discussion 
of youth’s part in the building up of a brighter and better 
world when victory has been achieved, with God's help, over 
the barbarian menace threatening the world from Nazi 
Germany.

NORTH LONDON’S OPPORTUNITY 


Club With Immense Possibilities 
ONLY FUNDS ARE LACKING! 


[From our Clubs Correspondent) 


Here are some further details about the Stamford Hill 
Boys’ Club and the new premises at 69, Stamford Hill, 

The Teal benefactors are the Committee of the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, to whom 
the premises belong. A comparatively nominal rental ts 
being charged, but as the property is worth many thousands 
of pounds, it 1s doubtful whether the arrangement can 
continue indefinitely. I understand that the Club will be 
given an opportunity to buy outright. It would be a pity, 
I think, if the Community allowed the opportunity to go by 
to secure for young Jews club premises which would. be 
among the finest of their Kind in England. 


Those who are in charge of the scheme envisage something 
much more than just a club for Jewish boys. A Jewish 
Settlement is the ultimate aim, but it is perhaps just a little 
too soon to think along those lines. With a little quick 
money there is, however, ample opportunity-——and space—to 
start a girls club, It would not overlap any existing Organisa- 
tion if North London and we should not overlook the 
potential growth of the already large and well-established 
Jewish Community in that area. 


The Itself 


And now something about the Club itself. 

There are about 10 acres of ground in all, of which six are 
at present under @ultrvation. There is ample room for outdoor 
skating, Cricket nets, P.T., and, indeed, everything, intludinge a 
swimming bath—funds, of course, allowing. If other boys’ 
clubs in England have sufficient space to allow such. compre- 


would have to be spent to make them really first-rate. New 
equipment and furniture must be forthcoming and it may be 
advisable—and there is space for it—to enlarge the hall. 
Although the Club has been open only a few weeks, nearly 
80 new members have been enrolled, so there is no question 
about the need in the district. At present there are about 200 
members from 14 to 20 years of age, and in the newly-formed 
Junior Section (9-13) there are nearly 40 members. 
There is room for an Old Boys’ Section when the war is 
over and Jewish soldiers, re-entering civilian life, need a club. 
The lay-out of the Club offers splendid facilities for educational 


classes, 
What Is Needed 


Conducted in its present regrettably narrow scope, about £800 
a year will be required for running cxpenses. There is littic 
money in the coffers at present, although a small grant has been 
received from the Jewish Youth Fund. There are a few covenant- 
holders, the Aid Society is doing its utmost to help, and a 
request for assistance has been made to the educational 
authorities. 

But all this is very uncertain. Perhaps if the local Jewish 
community recognises the value of this organisation, and pays 
tribute in terms of moncy, the wider Community may well 
follow suit.

BY AUNTIE | 
E all like to be comfortable. in our 
in Our armchairs, in our beds. 
. The question may be asked—and it 
often is asked-—" Why should we not be 
comfortable in our religion?” The ques- 
tion comprises a number. of others. Why 
should we have to learn an ancient and 
difficult language m order to recite our 
prayers, when u would be much. easier to 
say them in English, which we all under- 
stand’ Why should. we be subjected to 
special laws regarding food, the observance 
of which interferes with our intercourse with 
our neighbours? Why, in our Synagogues, 
should we submit to the Oriental cusiom of 
separating the sexes, thus preventing mem- 
bers of the same family from praying in 
close communion? Ali this sort of thing 
is, to say the least, uncomfortable. Let me 
say a word or two about all this, because 
i do not believe in shirking questions that 
i know often surge up im the minds of some 
of you. 


THE SOLDIER 


We must first of all bear in mind that 
religion is mainly intended to prepare us 
for the battle of life. A soldier's training 
is by no means “comfortable.” He has to 
accustom himself to meeting all sorts of 
hardships. His muscles have to be 
hardened. He is taught to carry heavy 
burdens. A friend of mine, by no means 
a pigmy, was telling me how he tried to 
help a heavily laden trooper into a train 
and found he could not even lift the man’s 
Kitbag. If we are to learn how to carry 
the heavy burdens of life we must have 
the muscles of our spirit hardened in much 
the same way as the soldier's muscles are 
hardened to carry his kit. The spiritual 
training which makes everything easy and 
comfortable for us is therefore not of much 
good. The great virtue of traditional 
Judaism is ‘that it does teach us to exercise 
self-control, to do without things, for 
instance, just as the soldier on active service 
is taught to rely in an emergency on his 
“iron rations.” 

The question of Hebrew is a thorny one. 


YOUNG ISRAEL LEAGUE 
_MEMBERSHIP APPLICATION 
Address 
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I quite admit that there is nothing against 
the recitation of prayers im the language 
most familiar to us. On the contrary, there 
is a lot to be said for it. In most Orthodox 
Synagogues it is quite common for certain 
prayers——such as that for the King-——-to be 
said im English. On the other hand, the 
arguments in favour of the retention of 
Hebrew are overwhelming. By its use in 
our Synagogues Jews in all lands can be 
united in prayer, whereas otherwise they 
would often be strangers in a foreign place 
of worship... Hebrew is the language of the 
Bible and a vast section of our literature. 
Hebrew is the language of the Jewish re- 
birth in Palestine. Its use gives colour and 
a distinctive character to our worship. 
Where it has been abandoned Jewish com- 
minal ties have almost invariably been 
loosened. Neglect of Hebrew has proved 
an open door out of the Jewish fold. 


THe Dretary Laws 

The value of the dietary laws also has 
often been called into question, [t has been 
said that they were framed principally to 
sult an Eastern clime and are unnecessary 
in the Western world, that modern science 
has rendered them out of date, that they 
tend to degrade our religion into a ™ kitchen 
Jjedaism,.” and so on. 1 have heard all 
these arguments. | think a large number 
of eminent scientific authorities can be 
adduced to acclaim the Jewish dietary laws 
as extremely valuable even in these times 
and climes. They hail “Dr. Moses” as 
the precursor of modern masters of hygiene, 
one of the first leaders of men to recog- 
nise the importance of sanitation, But 
there is a higher purpose in these laws than 
that of merely safeguarding the health of 
those who observe them, Let me quote 
the words of the late Rev. Morris Joseph, 
who was not an Orthodox Minister: “ Is 
there not,” he asked, “something spiritu- 
ally attractive in the idea of the Jew of 
this age voluntarily submitting to restric- 
tions on his appetites for the sake of duty 
—forming one of a religious guild, whose 
special characteristic is its self-control? It 
ought to be the pride of the modern Jew— 
and every child should be taught to feel 
it—that his religion demands from him a 
self-abnegation from which other religion- 
ists are absolved; that the price to be paid 
for the privilege of belonging to the 
hierarchy of Israel is continuous and 
conscious self-sacrifice.” 


A Userut PurPose 


_ So I can see a useful purpose in Judaism 
not having been made too “ comfortable ” 
for its adherents. The Rabbis recognised 
that to live the true Jewish life was to tread 
a hard way. “ This is the way that is becom-

WAR TIME PROBLEMS 


The annual ecneral meeting of Watney Combe Reid and Co. 
limited. was held on August in London. 

Colonel O. P. Serocoid, C.M.G. tthe Chairman), in the course 
of his speech, said: The. profits of the past year amount to 
£971.186 against £1,020,948 the year before, During. the year 
under review the price of beer was raised twice by Id. a pint 
m> the September and April Budgets: Under normal conditions 
t’ *se increases would have probably caused a great falling off 
in the public demand, but owing mainly to 4 steady rise in rates 
of wages, and to the great increase in employment genecrally, 
the effect has not been severe 

At least it is satisfactory fo know that the Exchequer has 
been reaping a golden harvest for the National benefit, since 
in the four months, March to June, the aggregate beer duty 
charged for the whole country e from £22 muithon to £37 
mullion. 

Qur sales last autumn were 
brewed from malt made fror i938 harvest when baricy 
was cheap. Therefore, profrt' onded during the first six 
months to December 31. The second six months told a different 
tale: sales suffered from the extreme cold in January and 
February and from the effect of the black-out, which continued 
until! the spring came. We were brewing from much mor 
expensive material derived from the 1939 barieys which wer 
very dear. However, as far as the trading account ts concer 
on balance we end a little ahead. 

While the whole of our brewing matenals such as barley, 
hops, and sugar cost more last year there was also an increase 
in the cost of every article used in brewing, such as coal, 
electricity, water, machinery, and appliances generally. Wages 
have simultaneously risen, but we have been fortunate in having 
been able to engage new labour to make up for the loss of the 
men who are serving with the Forces. 


ASSESSMENTS OF LICENSED HOUSES

I think it appropriate to say a word regarding other difficulties 
which have confronted Licensed Victuallers in the conduct of 
their business during the year. Alterations in the wholesale 
and retail prices of the commodities which they scll must 
naturally give rise to apprehension regarding their own future 
income €arning prospects and to anxiety as to the reactions of 
their customers to these changes. 

We have given the most careful consideration to the many 
cases where the tenants’ income has inevitably been reduced 
by circumstances outside their control, to which | have just 
referred: and we have attempted to the best of our ability 
to afford them assistance on an equitable basis. 


FINANCIAL POSITION 


Taking cash and investments together there is a decrease ol 
£355,000, and a corresponding increase in other assets, such 
as book debts and stocks of beer, matcrials, etc. This ts indica- 
tive of the present day trend, under which it takes far more 
cash to finance the business than has ever been the case before. 

Rents receivable at £343,429 show a reduction of £42,795. 
This decrease is due partly to the reductions made to our tenants 
in the rents which they pay to us, and partly to the incidental 
costs of increased rates and other charges against rentals. Ihe 
contemplated redemption of the 54 per cent. debenture stock 
has had to be temporarily postponed owing to war exigencies. 
The Directors recommend that £300,000 out of our years 
profits should be allocated to Property improvement and Con- 
tingeney Reserve which in the past has been used in dealing 
with the book valuations of properties. ee 

While the entirely new and unforesceable set of conditions 
arising out of the war has caused past policies and programmes 
to be suspended for the time being, it has demanded a review 
of the situation as regards the objects and purposes of this 
reserve fund. There has now arisen a very real risk of wide- 
spread destruction of physical assets, the restoration of which 
would be a legitimate call on this fund, and it would be hard 


to place a limit on the possibilities. Therefore, having regard 
to all the circumstances, we feel that the proposed allocation ts

BEER DUTY EFFECT 


Colonel O. P. Serocold, chairman of Watney Combe Reid 
and Co., was able to tell stockholders at the annual meeting that 
though beer was raised twice by a penny a pint during the year 
to June 30 the general effects of these increases was not severe. 

Ihe falling off in demand which might have been caused 
was largely offset by rising wage rates and the great increase 
in employment. The effect of the further addition of a penny 
im the September Budget remains to be seen.

NEW ENGLANDERS’ VIVID STORY 
Spoilt By Orgy of Slaughter 


Yet another glimpse of carly American history is given 
us im North-West Passage, which starts to-day at the 
Empire. This is an ambitious Technicolor picture of the 
late 18th century, when the English colonists fought the 
French and the Indians and dreamt of finding a “ north- 
west passage to the Indies. It is based on Book I of a 
novel by Kenneth Roberts and has very little to do with 
the north-west passage. 

It tells of the adventures of Rogers’ Rangers, a tough 
body of New Englanders, who waged guerrilla warfare on 
their enemies and were “affiliated ™ to the army Major 
Rogers, played. by Spencer Tracy, leads an expedition to 
wipe out an Indian village whose inhabitants have murdered 
and tortured the local settlers. They march through perfect 
photogenic country and endure hardship after hardship. 

is a spectacular crossing of the swift St.’ Lawrence 
river and when the village is reached they burn every hut 
and: kill every Indian with horrifying vividness. This 
slaughter of savages is overdone. It may appeal to American 
audiences, but although we are reminded throughout of 
the horrors perpetrated by the Indians, the orgy of killing 
in which the rangers indulge seems rather unnecessar\ 
However, the murdered New Englanders avenged, the band 
marches back, but it nearly dies of starvation first. 

Setting aside the ethics of the film, it is a thoroughly 
g00d piece of picture-making. The natural settings are 
delightful, the story holds the attention for all of its 126 
minutes, and there is excellent acting from Spencer Tracy, 
Robert Young, Walter Brennan, and a host of small part 
players. King Vidor directed. 


EDGAR WALLACE 


For those who like screen thrillers. The Case of the 
Frightened Lady should meet the bill. Edger Wallace's 
Stage play has all the requirements of a good detective- 
mystery fhlm, with two murders. sinister butlers. a doctor 
with a very doubtful past, a titled lady with obviously many 
secrets, and a noble scion whose one mania appears to 
be music. 


Then there is the innocent secretary-kinswoman, called - 


on to marry against her will and save the line of Lebanons, 
and the young architect who helps the two Scotland Yard 
officials to part solve the mystery. But in the end the 
criminal responsible for two murders and attempted third 
gives himself away. 

Marius Goring is remarkably good as the noble scion 
who is always on the verge of madness, and other players 
in an excellent cast include Helen Haye. Penclope Dudley 
Ward, Felix Aylmer, and Elisabeth Scott: The film is at 
the New Gallery with an “A” Certificate.

As usual, the film opens with some potted history, of the 
years when the U.S.A. like Great Britain, attempted to 
meet the new world of post-1918 with drastic reductions in 
armaments. comes the slowly dawning. realisation 
that the States have fallen terribly behind in the new 
armaments race, and the necessity to build up again what 
was allowed to go to ruin in the years of idealistic economis- 
ing. 

everybody to-day knows that the United States Navy, like 
its other defence arms, is far from being in a state to fight 
effectively in certain circumsiances, and, unfortunately, they 
won't be catching up on the “ March of Time ™ for a year 
or two, not tll 1946 m some cases!
